And for great 
masses of people, disaster is not 
imminent, butpresem. 

Sudan, Africa’s largest country, is 
buckling under the strain of the 
hundreds of thousands of refugees 
pouring in from Ethiopia, Chad and 
Uganda. That in addition to its own. 
internal refugees. There is no infras- 
tructure to cope with even a minor 
disaster, let alone a cataclysm of epic

The curfew, imposed after the 
attack, on the Arab villages of 
Hus an, Hader and Nehalin near 
where the bus was attacked, was in 
force until late yesterday while 
troops and the security services sear- 
ched for the attackers. 

Shamir heard demands for a far 
harsher policy towards Arab stone- 
throwers in the area as the settlers 
expressed concern lest the govern- 
ment's policies indicate a return to 
what they regard as “the black days" 
of Ezer Weizman’s terra as defence 
minister in the late 1970s, when the 
Arabs of the areas were allowed 
somewhat greater political freedom. 

The settlers want stiff prison sent- 
ences and fines as well as banishment 
for convicted stone-throwers. Sha- 
mir also heard the by-now oft repe-

The Sudanese are making a 
valiant effort to cope, but the prob- 
lems are simply too staggering. The 
U.S. is leading the way in the mas- 
sive effort by governments and aid 
organizations to come to the rescue. 

Wad Kawli is situated about 500 
kilometres east of the Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum and 350 
kilometres north-west of Ethiopia's 
Lake Tana, the source of the Blue . 
Nile. The Red Sea and Saudi Arabia 
are about 800 kilometres away. But 
distances here are deceptive - it took 
11 gnielling hours to drive to Wad 
Kawli from Khartoum by Land- 
Rover, over rocky washboard dirt 
roads. There is a severe and chronic 


petrol shortage, and fuel for such a 
trip has to be bought on the, black 
market- if you can get it at all. 

The camp is set above the wadi of 
the Atbara River, one of the main 
tributaries of the Nile. This year, the 
Atbara dried up earlier than it has 
done in many years. The vast arid 
plain of Sudan ends^suddenly here, 
interrupted by the foothills leading 
to the Ethiopian plateau and the 
towering Semien Mountains 
beyond. 

The heat is unbearable - and Janu- 
ary is the coolesr month of the year. 
In the summer, the temperature 
rises to 130 degrees. The intense 
heat is a source of the general wooli-

Petrol-bomb victim 
to be buried today

David Pinbas, a Kfar Sava flower 
grower who was badly burnt follow- 
ing a petrol-bomb attack on his car 
near KaJfcilya last weekend, dr. d 
yesterday in the Beilinson Hospital. 
His funeral is to leave al 12-30 p.m. 
today from his home in the Aliya 
neighbourhood for burial in the Kfar 
Sava cemetery. 

Pinhas had taken some of his 
labourers back to the town in West- 
ern Samaria and was on his way 
home when two petrol bomb were 
hurled at his car. One of the burning 


bottles came through a window and 
ignited the vehicle interior. 

Pinhas was badly burnt but man- 
aged to walk several kilometres until 
he rv-ctaed the i-*sephthal suburb on 
the eastern outskirts of Kfar Sava. 
At the time of the attack, the police 
speculated that the motive might 
have been connected to his dismissal 
of some workers on his moshav. 

In Nablus yesterday, a petrol 
bomb was thrown at the local Bank 
Leumj offices. The fires was exting- 
uished by the bank's staff and no 
damage was caused. 


No wayforjomtU.S.-SovietME action

WASHINGTON. - The U.S. would 
not get together with the Soviet 
Union if a new war erupted in the 
Middle East, Secretary of State 
George Shultz said yesterday. 

Answering a question by Republi- 
can Senator Frank Murkowski of 
Alaska in the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Shultz said, “No, 
sir. If a war broke out today I think 
Israel could give a very good account 
of itself.” 


The secretary, however, went on 
to concede that the U.S. would in- 
deed get involved in some “damage 
control” from such a war. He said he 
could not “foresee any development 
that would lead us to want to come 
together for some type of condom- 
inium (with the Soviet Union) in the 
Middle East” 

Shultz said the best way to resolve 
the Arab- Israel conflict was to have 
the Arab states “sit down with 
Israel” for negotiations. (Shultz on 
aid for Israel.

Sa’ar 5 missile boat project 
must go ahead, Almog urges

HAIFA. - The outgoing O/C Navy 
Aluf Ze’ev Almog warned yesterday 
that the navy was in danger of losing 
its lead over the Arab navies. He 
said that the building of a new class 
of missile boats was crucial and 
pressures to shelve the project 
should be resisted. He was speaking 
to defence reporters shortly before 
banding the command over the Aluf 
Avraham Ben-Shoshan. 

Almog said he expected the dan- 
gers to grow at the end of the 1980s, 
when some 130 missile boats - of 
both friends and foes - will be within 
range of Israel. 

Some of the Navsy’s vessels - the 
Cherbourg boats for example - are 
already outdated, he said. 

The Sa’ar 5 missile boat is still on 
the drawing board. 

Last May, U.S. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger said in Washing- 
ton that the U.S. was helping Israel 
with the project. 

Weinberger said the proposed 
Sa’ar 5 attack vessel would be equips , 
ped-with advanced U-S. and Israeli 
weaponry and would provide for 
Israeli maritime defence needs well 
into the 1990s. 

Almog said the research and de- 


velopment costs were only one 
thousandth of the projected cost and 
Israel was economically capable of 
financing it. 

There is no viable alternative to 
the projected boat, he stressed, 
adding, “We've examined all the 
alternatives.” Three defence minis- 
try and two chiefs of general staff 
have approved the plans at various 
stages.

- The stock market 
bounced back yesterday, ending a 
week of sharply falling prices on a 
positive note. But financial circles 
were unwilling to say that yester- 
day’s trading constituted the begin- 
nings of an upward trend. 

They pointed out that the “market 
was still very nervous," ready to 


jump in either direction. But yester- 
day some 242 shares rose in price 
while only 109 fell. 

Nevertheless, nearly all the shares 
associated with David Balas, the Tel 
Aviv businessman who was said ear- 
lier in the week to be in, financial 
difficulties, continued to fall. (See

Rough birth pangs 
for Package Deal II

Package Deal II. due to go into 
operation in four days, is having 
a tough time getting off the 
ground. Major differences have 
emerged between the various 
parties regarding the scale of 
price rises to be allowed on 
numerous manufactured and im- 
ported items. 

The importers and manufacturers 
are demanding that they be permit- 
ted to boost prices to take into 
account the 29 per cent devaluation 
in the last three months, while the* 
Histadrut wants to minimize price 
rises and enforce the price regula- 
tions through increased administra- 
tive controls. 

In the middle is the Treasury, 
which is attempting to impose the 
original terms of the Economic Sta- 
bilization Programme (Package 
Deal II). These allow for an average 
5 per cent increase in the prices of 
un -subsidized goods, with some 
items hardly changing in price while 
others are boosted by a maximum 
20-25 per cent. 

The follow-up committee, which 
oversees implementation of the 
price rises, .is to meet again in the 
Treasury director-general's office at 
noon roday, in an attempt to com- 
plete the list of new prices prepared 
by the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade. This fist must go into effect, 
at the latest, at midnight on Monday, 
when Package Deal I expires. If the 
committee fails to reach agreement 
today, it will have a last attempt to 
resolve outstanding problems on 
Sunday. 

The “seam" - the period of over- 
lap between the first and second 
package deals - is threatening to 
burst under the conflicting pressures 
brougbt to bear on it by the manufac- 
turers and the Histadrut. The Treas- 
ury’s reaction has been to employ a 
mixture of carrot and stick. 

On the one hand. Treasury offi- 
cials have spoken of the common 
benefits that will accrue to all the 
parties if the moderate approach 
enshrined in the deal is followed. 
Conversely, they threaten that if the 
agreement seems to be breaking up, 
they will be forced to jettison the 
path of consensus and fall back on 
their preferred method of attacking 
the economy *5 problems - unilateral 


and drastic governmental decrees. 

It is likely that this threat, hacked 
by the more diplomatic intervention 
of the prime minister, will bring the 
prices crisis to a resolution before 
time runs out next Monday. But 
yesterday there was no certainty that 
this would happen, as each side to 
the dispute dug in more firmly be- 
hind its claims and charges. 

Both the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and the General Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce will present 
their demands for higher prices to 
today's meeting of the committee on 
fixing prices. 

The manufacturers are deman- 
ding that the new prices be adjusted 
in line with rises in the cost of 
manufacturing inputs - mainly raw 
materials - as well as the increases in 
the cost of power, water, etc. 

The federation, meanwhile, has 
announced that if prices of certain 
products are not raised by 15 to 20 
per cent, and perhaps even more the 
importers will “simply stop import- 
ing them.” According to Zvi Amit. 
director-general of the federation, 
these include mainly tinned goods, 
electrical appliances, television and 
video sets, and cosmetics. 

“These importers are not willing 
to lose money," he said, adding that 
“they certainly can’t strike, but they 
can close shop. Nobody can force 
them to import and sell at a loss.” 

A aron Simier adds: 

The nearly completed 300-item 


list of maximum prices for goods and 
services was yesterday still classified 
as a “top secret” document at the 
Jerusalem headquarters of the In- 
dustry and Trade Ministry. 

A ministry spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post : “For obvious 
reasons, we are not disclosing any of 
the prices or fees on the list. We must 
treat it as top secret until the very last 
minute before Package Deal II goes 
into effect next week? We will hold a 
special briefing for the news media, 
at which all angles of the new price 
freeze will be explained. 

“As it is. we already have a bevy of 
problems with several manufactur- 
ers over pricing of their products. 
Almost all of our senior ministry 
staff have been in all-day confer- 
ences with producers in a "last-ditch 
effort to get the new freeze off the 
ground as smoothly as the last one. 
of November 4.” 

The spokesman stressed that as in 
the first price freeze, enforcement 
procedures - including court hear- 
ings - will apply to every product or 
service included in the accord. 

Though ministry officials have 
compiled ample lists of current 
prices for future investigational pur- 
poses, wise consumers will probably 
also record current prices - of goods 
they usually buy - so that merchants' 
compliance with the law can be mea- 
sured.

Drivers weigh next step 
after 1-day truck strike

TEL AVTV. - The executive of the 
Israel Trucking Board (ITB) is to 
meet this morning to decide whether 
to continue its strike and what furth- 
er steps to take to press its financial 
demands. 

Most of the country's 6.000 heavy 
trucks were struck as trackers de- 
manded compensation for the recent 
37 per cent increase in fuel prices. 
The ITB's economic advisers claim 
truckers should receive a 9 per cent 
increase in haulage fees. The Trans- 
port Ministry advised the ITB to wait 


until next week when the first pack- 
age deal ends. But the truckers re- 
jected the advice. 

Yesterday's strike affected many 
branches of the economy, including 
the ports and Ben-Gurion airport, 
where truckers are a crucial factor. 

The atrus Marketing Board, now 
at the peak of its season, may lose up 
to SI million if the strike is not over 
by the weekend. ACMB official said 
that because of the freezing weaker 
in Europe and some parts of the U.S. 
citrus is fetching excellent prices, but 
future sales will be missed if the 
strike continues.

Kessar in scathing attack 
on Histadrut’s Herut faction

General Yisrael Kessar yesterday 
launched a bitter attack on Herat's 
Kachol-Lavan faction in the Histad- 
rut. during a ceremony marking the 
end of the labour federation’s 64th 
anniversary celebrations. 

Tn what observers saw as the open- 
ing shots of the Alignment's election 
campaign, Kessar accused the Herut 
faction leadership of “demagoguery 
and crude incitement" against the 
“democratically elected leadership 
of the workers.” 

Herat's criticism of the recently 
signed trilateral economic agree- 
ment was “unfounded," Kessar said. 
Those who attacked the agreement 
are the very people who called for an 
agreement when the Likud tran- 


sitional government - “which was 
notin aposition to commit its succes- 
sor to anything” - was in power. 
Kessar said. 

Kessar went out of his way to 
differentiate between the Herut fac- 
tion and its Liberal Party partner, 
who support the agreement. Herut 
leader Ya’acov Shamai and Liberal 
-leader Daniel Nahmani have dis- 
agreed openly several times recent- 
ly- 

The combined Likud faction was 
due to meet last night to decide on a 
common position regarding the 
second package deal. 

Kessar heaped praise on the 
Mapam faction for its “balanced, 
responsible and wise" stance in the 
Histadrut. The Alignment in the 
Histadrut, he said, was firm, despite 
its break-up in the Knesset. 


Give yourself up,’ mother says

Shipyard workers present recovery plan

Representatives of the works 
committee of the ailing Israel Ship- 
yards yesterday submitted a three- 
point recovery plan to Labour and 
Social Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav. 

The plan is based on reducing the 
450-member work force to an undis- 
closed figure, encouraging a certain 
number of senior workers to retire 
early, and switching the yard over to 
a five-day week. 

Katsav welcomed the plan, saying 


that the idea that another 450 per- 
sons might join the ranks of the 
unemployed should “give us sleep- 
less nights.” 

The minister challenged the part- 
ners to the economic package deals - 
the government, the Histadrut and 
the manufacturers - to demonstrate 
their commitment to full employ- 
ment by “preventing the firing of the 
yard's workers.” Katsav also criti- 
cized the Shipyards' management 
for not competing for orders with 
private firms, thus contributing 
greatly to the present difficulties. 


ORT to build technological institute in Galilee 


The cornerstone-laying ceremony 
for the International ORT Braude 
Institute of Technology in Canniel is 
to be held next Monday, February 4, 
Israel ORT director Yisrael Goral- 
nik announced at a press conference 
yesterday. 

Goralnik said the institute was 
being established as part of a general 
plan for a science-based infrastruc- 
ture in Galilee known as “Region

(Con tin tied from Page One) 
ministry’s prescribed maximum re- 
sale price list will be adjusted once a 
month for the duration of the freeze. 
Updating of the list will be by a 
“committee of experts,” the spokes- 
man said. 

At an emergency meeting this 
week, 150 manufacturers of textiles 
and clothing demanded an immedi- 
ate 10 per cent across-the-board 
price increase for their products in 
the new list “because we cannot 
continue to operate with rising costs 
when our prices are frozen.” 

Several large food producers are 
demanding even larger price in- 
creases, and taxi operators are thre- 
atening a work stoppage unless they 
arc granted a rate increase to com- 
pensate for higher fuel prices. 

Summing up some of the data 
gathered during the current price 
freeze, the ministry spokesman said 
3,000 price offenders were brought 
before magistrates court judges in 
the seven “rapid-justice tribunals” 


set up last November to hear cases of 
failure to display prices, quoting 
prices in foreign currency or price 
gouging. Another 700 cases will be 
heard this mouth. 


Of the 5,000 or so complaints 
received from the public, most were 
found to be justified. These resulted 
in warnings or legal proceedings 
against the merchants.

Brandt: Soviet involvement 
in Middle East essential

There can be no resolution to the 
Middle East conflict without Soviet 
involvement, former German 
Federal Republic chancellor Willy 
Brandt said yesterday. 

At a meeting with the Mapam 
leadership, the Socialist Internation- 
al president conceded, with regret, 
that the Soviet position with respect 
to Israel was not positive and he 
doubted that any solution to the 
region's problems would emerge 
from U.S.-Soviet talks, but for ali 
that he saw Soviet involvement as 
essential. 

Later in the day. Brandt expressed 
his guarded optimism as to the pros- 
pects that the international climate 
would improve as a result of the 
superpower talks. Brandt was speak- 
ing at a Labour Party luncheon at 
Beit Berl College in Tsofit. 

Declaring jocularly. “I regard the 
Labour Party's planting of a forest in 
my name to be my contribution to 
the greening, of Israel.” Brandt 
urged: “Don’t pay too much atten- 
tion to the silly and deplorable things 
some of my colleagues from the 
Greens have said. Some young peo- 
ple don’t want to know about the 
past. They seem to think they can 
point to their year of birth and evade 
their historical responsibility. 

“On the 40th anniversary of the 
war, we must educate our young 
people and remind the world of the 
lessons of Hitler. 

“I .know there- are sonwt- people :. 
who treat the^lst anniversary of the- n 
establishment . of. diplomatic?: rela?*- - 
tions -between Israel and Germany as - • 
an opportunity for ending our spe- 


cial relationship. I must state again 
the word normalization can never be 
in our vocabulary. We can have a 
working relationship, but we cannot 
let people think they can simply turn 
the pages of history. ” he said. 

Speaking to Mapam. Brandt re- 
lated that during one meeting with 
the late Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev. the latter upbraided him: “You 
can’t also be the protector of the 
Jews.” 

Beit Berl chairman Abba Eban 
spoke of Brandt as “the great defus- 
er of international explosions, with 
the heritage of Ostpolirik and de- 
tente.” If Germans and Jews regard 
each other differently today than 
they did a decade ago it is due to 
Biandt, Eban declared, conjuring 
up “the spectacle of Brandt at the 
Warsaw Ghetto Memorial that is 
embedded m our memories.” 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres told 
the luncheon that “I know from my 
private conversation with him that 
Willy Brandt will endeavour to bring 
Israel and the other peoples of the 
region into a new relationship." 

That private conversation took 
place just before lunch in the library 
of Ben-Gurion House, after Peres 
had conducted Brandt on a tour of 
the Tel Aviv house, now a museum. 

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir, who received 
Brandt at the Foreign Ministry, said 
the government's concern for the 
security of northern Israel was com- 
pounded by “the dangerous policy of 
Syria and of its extemist'presiderrt:,'« 
Hafez Assad-, who Is. 'IT'fiisRjEaSS 
tactician with enougfr-'Sovief * 
weapons to attain a strategic balance 
with Israel.'*

Brothers charged 
in ‘case of 
fake drugs’ 


Legal proceedings in the “case of 
the fake medicines” took a step 
forward yesterday with the arraign- 
ment of three East Jerusalem 
brothers who allegedly manufac- 
tured low-quality drags and mar- 
keted them with counterfeited 
labels. 


According to the charge sheet, 
pharmacist Husseini Abu Sneina 
and his brother Hassan run a phar- 
maceutical wholesale house in East 
Jerusalem, and the brother Moham- 
med worked for them. 


Near the end of last year the Abu 
Sneina brothers decided to manufac- 
ture substances resembling Reser- 
pine, Nussidex, Acamol and Peneb- 
rin. and to market them as if they 
had been produced by the Teva and 
Ikapharm pharmaceutical firms. 

The brothers even had a Jeru- 
salem printer produce labels, pack- 
ages and instruction^ like those used 
by the drug companies, the charge 
sheet states.

Haifa U. students protest 
against higher tuition fees

All the barricades were removed 
just after 9 a.m., and hundreds of 
students then attended a rally out- 
side the main university building.

The barriers went up shortly after 
7 ajn. ; All. vehicles arriving at the 
campus were turned back onto the 
main Haifa, to Daliat al-Carmel 
road, where a tailback of traffic built 
up- 

Police directed the traffic outside 
but were not called onto the campus 
itself. 

• Most of the staff, and students not 
involved in the protest, parked their 


agreement that “fees would not ex- 
ceed $700." 

The demonstration was organized 
by the university's student union, 
with the cooperation of all political 
factors. 

Dan Ashkenazi, editor of the stu- 
dents' newsletter, said yesterday's 
strike was a warning and would be 
followed by further action next 
semester unless the government res- 
cinded its decision. 

He said many of those studying at 
Haifa University came from de- 
velopment areas and could not 
affoid the increased fees. 

The union is calling on the govern- 
ment to adopt a fee system whereby 
students would be charged according 
to ability to pay. 


Moda’i and Sharir factions 
clash at liberal executive

TEL AVTV. - Discord erupted 
yesterday at a Liberal Party Execu- 
tive session over the question of who 
decides what will be on the execu- 
tive's agenda.

English-language 
weekly ceases

A spokesman for Tamman said 
yesterday that he was withdrawing 
his support as he wished to concen- 
trate his efforts on his other invest- 
ments in Israel, including foe Daniel 
Tower Hotel in Heraliya, foe Jeru- 
salem Capitol Studios, a construc- 
tion firm, and a pharmaceutical com- 
pany. 

The editor, during the last two 
years, has been Asher Weill. 


‘Arab affairs 
adviser not needed’

TEL AVTV. - The former adviser on 
Arab affairs in the Prime Minister's 
office. Shmuel Toledano, firmly sup- 
ports foe government's intention to 
abolish the post. Toledano told a 
Rotary Club luncheon here yester- 
day that there is uo need for the post 
now that foe 600,000 Arabs of Israel 
can battle for their rights by them- 
selves. “They do not need a tutor to 
plead for them in foe thousands of 
problems every citizen encounters," 
Toledano argued. 

Abolition of the post will be a step 
towards foe genuine integration of 
foe Arab citizens in the life of the 
state, Toldano argued. “All govern- 
ments in the past have declared foe 
complete equality of all citizens, but 
in practice this was not always so." 
he added. 

Years ago, the chief of the secret 
service recommended that foe Arab 
intellectuals be absorbed into Israeli 
economic and intellectual life. 
However, those in authority refused 
to hire Arabs, in the name of “secur- 
ity considerations" where foe secur- 
ity services had seen none, he said. 

“Thus, foe minister of religions 
affairs failed to appoint a Christian 
Arab to deal with foe Christian com- 
munity when a suitable post became 
vacant," Toledano said. 

He said that "foe economic and 
intellectual gap between foe Arab 
and -Jewish communities is rapitByi 
narrowing, and may be' eliminated ■ 
within a decade." When the start-of 
Israel was founded in 1948, most 
Arab intellectuals and wealthy peo- 
ple left, leaving few educated per- 
sons among the 500.000 Arabs who 
remained. 

The progress made by these Arabs 
is "unequalled in any Arab coun- 
fiy,"hesaid.

Israel has no alternative but to 
swallow foe bitter pill of economic 
austerity as soon as possible, be- 
cause the U.S. administration will 
make additional aid conditional on 
monetary reform, budget curs, de- 
valuation and wage erosion. Trying 
to circumvent the administration 
and pleading with Congress for more 
aid will only cause bitterness in 
Washington and do nothing to solve 
Israel's economic crisis. 

This friendly advice was offered 
yesterday by Stuart Eizenstat. a 
Washington lawyer who was assis- 
tant to former president Jimmy Car- 
ter on domestic affairs and policy. 

Eizenstat is here to 3ttend a meet- 
ing of the U.S. and Israeli advisory 
boards of foe Institute on American 
Jewish-IsraeJi Relations of the 
American Jewish Committee. He 
has been chairman of the U.S. advis- 
ory board of the institute since its 
inception a few years ago. 

Eizenstat. in an interview with 
The Jerusalem Post and a subsequent 
address to the council meeting 
yesterday, says that Israel should 
learn from the mistakes made by the 
Carter administration. That admi- 
nistration failed to fight double-digit 
inflation because it took only half 
measures, says Eizenstat. It feared 
drastic and painful measures, be- 
cause high inflation hit at the end of 
foe president's term, when he feared 
repercussions from the electorate. 

Eizenstat says Israel can enter a 
“golden age" of strategic alliance 
with the U.S. and a flourishing high- 
technology economy if it is ready to 
make painful sacrifices now. 

“Israel is asking foe U.S. to do 
something it has never done before - 
to be a kind of International Monet- 
ary Fund for Israel on a temporary 
basis." he explains. “That will make 
foe U.S. do something it has never 
done before - to tie economic aid to 
internal economic changes that it 
wants Israel to make." Israel will £ a 
result lose some of its sovereignty 
and control of its destiny.

The Reagan administration looks 
at Israel from its own conservative, 
free-market viewpoint and could 
push Israel to abandon much of its 
socialist- Zionist principles that the 
state was founded on, Eizenstat 
says. 

He -says that -the U.S. is itself 
partially responsible for Israel's eco- 
nomic woes, because it sold sophisti- 
cated weapons to the Arab world, 
which forced Israel to atm itself 
expensively to ensure its own de- 
fence. It also loaned Israel a great 
amount of money - Israel owes rhe 
U.S. S9.25 billion, mostly for milit- 
ary expenditures - rather than mak- 
ing grants, so Israel is caught up in a 
tremendous debt structure. 

The U.S. is facing its most difficult 
budget year in modern times, says 
Eizenstat. because of a huge deficit. 
With popular domestic programmes 
on the cutting block, it will hardly be 
able to be generous on foreign aid. 
Egypt has taken advantage of 
Israel’s economic problems and in- 
creased its requests for aid. Since 
help to the two has been linked, 
increased aid to Israel will mean 
higher requests from Egypt and 
other countries. Secretary of State 
George Shultz, though sympathetic 
to Israel, views Israel from his pers- 
pective as a conservative economist. 


Eizenstat says. 

He does not believe that the U.S. 
will formally impose austerity on 
Israel, But the administration will 
send to Congress . at the same time as 
its aid package to Israel, a major 
Saudi Arabian arms package. “It 
will be difficult for friends of Israel to 
argue against foe arms package and 
for the aid to Israel when they are 
there at the same time." 

Eizenstat says that however pain- 
ful austerity will be. it will be limited 
in time, and now is the best time ro 
carry it out. There is a friendly 
administration in Washington, the 
Arab world is very divided, the PLO 
is nearly demolished politically and 
militarily, the oil weapon has been 
blunted, the LLS. and European 
Community economies are recover- 
ing and open to buying more goods 
from Israel, world inflation is slow- 
ing down, and the free-trade area - 
an “unprecedented" agreement in 
the history of the U.S. - has the 
potential of encouraging much fore- 
ign investment in Israel. 

The Washington lawyer, who in- 
tends to bring his family here on an 
extended stay this summer, says he 
has many clients who are eager to 
invest in Israel and who see it as a 
potential world centre for high- 
technolog). 

The government must clearly ex- 
plain to the Israeli public what pain- 
ful steps must be taken and when 
recovery can be expected and must 
persevere in cariying them out. says 
Eizenstat. Carter did not, and that 
was his economic downfall. 

The Labour Party is probably re- 
luctant io apply the brakes now since 
austerity will anger the public and 
the Likud, if it takes over in two 
years, as scheduled, will enjoy the 
resulting economic benefits of the 
austerity. 

But the government must never- 
theless bite'the bullet, he concludes, 
if it wants to avoid creating extraor- 
dinary tension in U.S.-Israel rela- 
tions and getting mired in a situation 
from which the U.S. will not be 
willing to rescue Israel.

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5 - cent treatment saves half million children

The lives of an estimated half- 
million children were saved in 1984 
by the simple home use of a method 
known as oral rehydration therapy, 
according to the annual report of the 
UN Children’s Fund (UNICEF). 

The report, presented at a news 
conference in Jerusalem this week 
by the Israel Unicef committee, said 
foe rapidly spreading use of foe 
therapy could save foe lives of at least 
one-fourth of the 40,000 children 
who die in the world each day. 

The treatment is aimed at prevent- 
ing death from dehydration due to 
diarrhea. The salts and sugars 
needed to prevent this ofteu-fetai 
complication are packaged by Un- 


icef and made available at a cost of 
about five cents a packet. Bnt in an 
emergency, any person can make foe 
solution at home by adding eight 
teaspoons of sugar and one of salt to 
a litre of water and giving it foe foe 
child to drink. 

According to Unicef directors, a 
four-point programme could cut 
child mortality in the world to less 
than half foe present figures. The 
programme, already underway in 37 
countries, calls tor encouraging 
breast-feeding, teaching mothers to 
monitor infant growth, vaccination 
against childhood diseases and 
popularizing oral rehydration ther- 
apy. 

In response to requests from Un- 
icef, 33 governments have banned 
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advertising of packaged formulas 
and milk powders for infan t feeding, 
since in most underdeveloped coun- 
tries far fewer breast-fed infants die 
than those fed from bottles. 

Unicef is also trying to persuade 
some countries that instead of train- 
ing a surplus of doctors, most of 
whom will remain in the urban cen- 
tres, they would do well to train 
more primary-health-care workers 
for rural areas. 

Israel was a recipient of Unicef aid 
from 1950 to 1966, but has since 
become a contributor of services to 
the organization. 

Poor in cash, Israel donates only 
$50,000 a year to the fund, but at 
Unicefs request undertakes numer- 
ous scientific projects that have im- 
plications throughout foe world. 


Role of denial debated 

More than 200 local and foreign 
psychiatrists, psychoanalysts and 
psychologists yesterday ended a 
four-day symposium on denial at 
Hadassah Mr. Scopus in Jerusalem . 

Much attention was paid to denial 
among sufferers from terminal ill- 
ness. 

Some Israeli participants, in dis- 
cussing denial in assessing political 
situations, suggested that Israelis be- 
have as some people did during foe 
Holocaust, where denial was wide- 
spread and people refused to believe 
the things they saw happening.

"Moreover, and foe rabbis should be 
aware of this, Tiberias has already 
been purified from the profanity of 
graves in ancient times, and Jewish 
quarters have been built there on top 
of the graves.

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French police uncover 
Basque terrorist base 


BAYONNE (Reuter). - The French 
police said yesterday they had unco- 
vered the main base in France of the 
outlawed Spanish Basque separatist 
guerrilla group. 

It was described as ETA's nerve 
centre and contained a large amount 
of arms and explosives, fake papers, 
intelligence information on French 
installations in Spain and a list of 
high-ranking Spaniards. 

Eight persons were arrested in- 
cluding Juan Lorenzo Lasa Mitxelc- 
na, 29: named by the Spanish police 
as deputy leader of ETA. 

An international arrest warrant 
was issued by Interpol at Spain's 
request in 1983 for Mitxelena. 

The Spanish police said Mitxele- 
na was wanted in connection with 
guerrilla attacks in which at least 14 
persons had died. 

A French spokesman said the 


police raided the ETA centre, a villa 
in the village of Anglet, near this 
southeastern French town, on 
Wednesday. 

A police spokesman said those 
arrested in the raid were being kept 
under tight secrity at Hendaye near 
the Spanish border and would 
appear before an examining magis- 
trate today. 

Mitxelena is wanted for question- 
ing by Spanish police in connection 
with the murder of three generals, a 
colonel, a judge and at least four 
policemen. 

He was also implicated in the 
blowing up of a nuclear-power plant 
being built in northern Spain in 
which three persons were killed. 

Police sources in Spain said Mitx- 
elena had been active in ETA (Bas- 
que Homeland and Freedom) since 
1973. when he was 18. 


Infiltration of guerrillas 
worries South African gov’t 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - South 
African Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
said yesterday his government was 
concerned by the infiltration of black 
guerrillas into South Africa and 
Namibia (South West Africa) from 
the north. 

He told a news conference that the 
tribal homeland of Bophutha- 
tswana. set up by South Africa's white 
minority government, had warned 
Botswana that it would retaliate 
against any guerrilla movements 
from Botswana. 

“There certainly is marked in- 
crease since December of terrorists 
moving through Botswana, through 
Bophuthatswana on their way to 
South Africa to commit violence." 
Botha said.

South African policemen fired 
rubber bullets and tear gas yesterday 
to quell black unrest in the Orange 
Free State, the most conservative 
province of the white-ruled republic. 

The police said the action was 
taken after groups of black youths 
pelted police vehicles with stones at 
a township near Virginia. 

In Beaufort West, Cape Province, 
six classrooms and an administration 
building were set ablaze during the 
night after a day of- rioting in the 
township, where the police used tear 
gas to disperse rampaging youths, 
,the spokesman said. 


The homeland government had 
reserved the right to retaliate in hot 
pursuit if Botswana took no action. 
Botha said, adding that he had also 
discussed the issue with Botswana. 

In the past. South Africa's armed 
forces have raided the neighbouring 
countries of Lesotho and Mozambi- 
que in what Pretoria called hot pur- 
suit attacks against African National 
Congress guerrillas, prompting in- 
ternational condemnation. 


He said there were no reports of 
casualties in either incident. 

Pupils have been attacking schools 
as a boycott continues in various 
parts of South Africa in protest 
against poor education standards for 
the blacks. 


President P.W. Botha said yester- 
day the government would consider 
freeing South Africa's best-known 
black-rights leader. Nelson Mande- 
la, if Mandela agreed to reject vio- 
lence. 

Botha told parliament the sole 
condition for Mandela's release after 
more than 20 years in jail is that he 
divorce himself from the violence 
earned out* by the outlawed African 
National Congress, the main black 
movement seeking to end white- 
minority control. 

Mandela was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for sabotage in 1964 
and is seen as a martyr by the 22 


Swaziland yesterday defended its 
ties with South Africa as the black 
states of southern Africa began a 
meeting to review regional develop- 
ment efforts. 

Opening the two-day conference 
in the Swazi capital. Prime Minister 
Prince Bhekimpi said: “If you want 
to be prosperous, love your neigh- 
bour as you love yourself irrespec- 
tive of political ideologies." 

The meeting brings together the 
nine member states of the Southern 
African Development Coordination 
Conference (SADCC) and aid 
donors, a mixture of about 50 inter- 
national agencies and non-African 
countiries. 

SADCC - ,' grouping Angola, Bots- 
wana, - Lesotho. Malawi. Mozambi- 
que. Swaziland, Tanzania. Zambia 
and Zimbabwe, was formed five 
years ago with the reduction of re- 
gional dependence on South Africa 
as one of its principal aims. 


Iraq reports second ground assault 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Iraq said 
yesterday that its troops had laun- 
ched their second ground attack in 
four days against Iran, but Teheran 
denied that any fresh assault had 
taken place. 

Baghdad Radio broke into its reg- 
ular programmes to say that units of 
the 60bih brigade had attacked fol- 
lowing an artillery barrage on the 
central front east of the Iraqi capital. 
An infantry brieade has about 2.500 


men. 

The Iraqi spokesman said the 
troops had caused heavy losses to the 
Iranians. He gave no details or the 
location of the assault. 

In Teheran, an officer at Iran's 
Joint Staff Headquarters, ques- 
tioned about the attack, said: 


“There has been no such thing." 

Iraq said on Monday that a three- 
pronged dawn offensive on the 
southern lvarfront had achieved its 
objectives. It was the first major 
Iraqi ‘ground attack since August 
19S3. 

Meanwhile. Jordan's King Hus- 
sein returned to Amman yesterday 
after a 24-hour visit to Iraq during 
‘which he discussed with President 
Saddam Hussein key Arab issues 
and ways to consolidate bilateral 


ties.

Subway shooting victim files $50m. suit 


NEW YORK (AP). - Lawyers for a 
youth who remains in a coma after 
being shot along with three other 
teenagers in December in a subway 
train filed a $50 million lawsuit in 
New York State court Wednesday 
against Bernhard Goetz, who has 
admitted the shooting. 

Lawyers for Darrell Cabey, who is 
in critical condition from his 


wounds, said they filed the suit "to 
temper the wave of adulation" for 
Goetz and say Carey was shot in the 
back even though he never went 
near Goetz. 

The police, citing witnesses" 
accounts of 'the December 22 inci- 
dent, have said the youths stood' 
surrounding Goetz, while one de- 
manded money of him. 


8 Tamil guerrillas killed, 25 captured 

COLOMBO (Reuter). - Eight 
Tamil guerrillas were killed and 25 
captured when security forces raided 
a hideout in Sri Lanka's northern 
province yesterday, a government 
spokesman said. 

A large quantity of arms and 
ammunition and some police and 
military uniforms were recovered in 
the raid at Mannar, he said. 

Tamil guerrillas fought a gun bat- 


tle with security forces lasting nearly 
three hours in Sri Lanka's northern 
province yesterday, a security offi- 
cial said. 

The chief of the northern com- 
mand said the security forces were 
attacked with bombs and gunfire 
while lying in wait for guerrillas . 

The security forces repulsed the 
attack after reinforcements arrived 
and the guerrillas fled, he said. 


61 leaks at American 

Union Carbide factory 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - The Union 
Carbide corporation yesterday said 
its pesticide plant in West Virginia 
had 61 leaks of poisonous methyl 
isocyanate gas over the past five 
vears. more than the company re-, 
ported last month. 

The factory at Institute. West Vir- 
ginia is a sister to the plant at Bhop- 
al. India, where the lethal gas leaked 
in early December, killing 2.500 per- 
sons and injuring thousands of 
others. 

In the aftermath of the disaster. 
Union Carbide officials told Con- 
gress there had been 28 spills and 
leaks of methyl isocyanate at Insti- 
tute since the beginning of 1980. 

Yesterday, however. Union Car- 
bide sharply raised the count. Ex- 
plaining the discrepancy, the com- 
pany said in a statement that its 
officials had been “unable to com- 
plete a search for all relevant docu- 
ments" before the congressional 
bearing on December 14. 

It also stressed tbai the leaks at 
Institute were so small that officials 
did not have to report them under 
federal regulations. 

The company said ft notified the 


U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency of 61 leaks of methyl isocy- 
anate at ttbe Institute plant. 107 
leaks of phosgene and 22 involving a 
mixture of both chemicals over the 
past five years. 


Bhopal people who inhaled the 
le akin g gas now suffer from exhaus- 
tion. according to a study released 
yesterday. 

The Press Trust of India said the 
study, conducted in conjunction 
with the Indian Council of Medical 
Research, reported that victims 
complained mostly about their eyes 
and lungs. 


India's top medical-research 
body, conducting intensive studies 
of Bhopal gas victims, has found 
“devastating" damage to lungs and 
secondary damage to brain, liver and 
kidneys, a spokesman said yester- 
day. 

The India Council of Medical Re- 
search which conducted 20 post mor- 
tems. found severe cases of pulmon- 
ary edema - filling of lungs with fluid 
- in all cases and four cases of 
swelling of brain and degeneration 
of liver tissues. 


Greenland walking out of 
European Community today 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Greenland 
today becomes the first territory to 
quit the European Community, one 
month behind schedule and after 
last-minute hitches that threatened 
to sour future ties. 

Under a deal approved by Com- 
mon Market ministers on Tuesday, 
the huge but sparsely populated is- ■ 
land will no longer be within the. 
10-nation community.. 

But it will retain links similar to 
those enjoyed by some former col- 
onies of member countries through 
its continued status as a Danish de- 
pendency. 

For the community, which is pre- 
paring to welcome two new mem- 
bers - Spain and Portugal - next 
year, the loss of Greenland is a 
regrettable but minor setback. Some 
member governments had sought to 
penalize Greenland, to discourage 
others from leaving, diplomats said. 

A major concern had been the 
German Federal Republic’s wish to 
ensure continued access to the large 
but now depleted fishing grounds off 
the Greenland coast, they added. 


For Greenland and its home -rule 
government, today marks the end of 
a long campaign to withdraw from a 
community it says has at best been 
irrelevant and at worst highly 
damaging to their needs. 

Greenland, then an integral part 
of Denmark, was brought into the 
community along with the rest of the 
Danish kingdom in 1973, despite a 
70 per cent vote in favour of staying 
out in a pre-entry referendum. 

When the island gained partial 
autonomy in 1979. pressure 
mounted to leave the bloc and after a 
second referendum in 1982 showed a 
small majority in favour of getting 
out. Copenhagen began negotiating 
withdrawal on Greenland's behalf. 

Diplomats said many of the is- 
land's largely Inuit (Eskimo) 
population resented control of their 
vital fishing reserves on a 
community-wide level.. 

With virtually no domestic agri- 
culture of their own, they saw little 
benefit in membership of a group 
that spends two thirds of its budget 
ou fairo -price supports. 


Walesa calls for national work stoppage 


WARSAW (AP). -Solidarity leader 
Lech Walesa and, the outlawed un- 
ion's underground leadership have - ’ 
called, for a nationwide 15-minute - 
work stoppage February 28 to pro-, 
test agamst government plans to 
raise food prices. 

It is believed to be the first time 
Walesa bas joined a strike call since 
before the imposition of martial law 
and suspension of Solidarity in De- 
cember 1981. 

The call came in a joint statement 
issued by Walesa and the under- 
ground Solidarity Temporary Coor- 
dinating Commission, known by its 
Polish initials TKK. The communi- 
que was circulated to western corres- 
pondents in Warsaw on Wednesday. 

In a related development, state- 
run television reported that inves- 


tigations were under way against 
prominent dissident Adam Michtuk 
and former senior underground- 
leader Bogdan Us far taking part in 
“a conspiratorial meeting of .the so- 
called Temporary Coordinating 
Commission of Solidarity" on Janu- 
ary 21. 


Prehistoric diet ‘beneficial for modem man’ 


BOSTON (Reuter). - The cave- 
men's diet of almost two million 
years ago suggests better and heal- 
thier eating for people in the 1980s, 
according to a report published in 
the New England Journal of Medi- 
cine. 

Two researchers from Emory Uni- 
versity in Atlanta, Georgia, say in 
the current issue that prehistoric 
man's diet contains important dues 
to help people avoid heart disease, 
high blood pressure, diabetes and 
some types of cancer assodated with 
modem life. 

Dr. Boyd Eaton and Dr. Melvin 
Konner add that studies show the 
diet of andent man probably con- 
tained berter-qualitv meat, less salt 
and more fibre than the average diet 
in industrial countries today. 

The assessment comes amid a 
growing belief by donors that diet 
plays an important role in many of 
the ailments afflicting modem man. 

Prehistoric man's evolution was 
shaped by a diet far different from 
the diet todav. which has been influ- 


enced by the industrial revolution 
and modem methods of growing 
food and food-processing techni- 
ques. the researchers say. 

“Differences between the dietary 
patterns of our remote ancestors and 
the patterns now prevalent in indus- 
trialized countries appear to have 
important implications for health.” 
they say. 

They report that even today mem- 
bers of technologically primitive cul- 
tures who survive to the age of 60 
years or more remain relatively free 
from heart disease, diabetes and 


some cancers. 

Eaton and Konner comment that 
people living l.S to 1.6 million years 
ago ate large amounts of meat. But 
when agriculture developed 10.000 
years ago. vegetable foods began to 
make up 90 per cent of the diet. 

The lack of nutrients in that large- 
ly vegetarian dier may explain why 
agricultural people in Europe were, 
on average. 15 centimetres shorter 
than their distant ancestors. 

When the ratio of meat in the diet 


increased after the industrial revolu- 
tion of the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries, the people of those 
societies regained their height. 

However, the researchers say, 
meat available in today's supermar- 
kets has a fat content six to eight 
times higher than that of wild meat. 

“Not only is there more fat in 
domesticated animals, its composi- 
tion is different." they say. “Wild 
game contains over five times more 
polyunsaturated fat per gram than is 
found in domesticated livestock.” 

Polyunsaturated fat, unlike satu- 
rated fat, does not contribute to 
heart disease. Meat from wild anim- 
als also contains fewer calories and 
more protein. 

The researchers say prehistoric 
man's diet was higher in fibre, which 
is believed to protect against cancer 
of the colon, and lower in' salt, a 
factor in high blood pressure. 

They conclude that “the diet of 
our remote ancestors may be a refer- 
ence standard for modern human 
nutrition." 
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Pair jailed for keeping 
$999,000 paid in error 


MANILA (Reuter). - A couple who 
refused to return $999,000 overpaid 
them by an American Bank were 
each jailed for 20 years yesterday by 
the Philippines Supreme Court, the 
Philippine news agency said. 

Melchor Javier and his wife Vic- 
toria were accused of fraud for -not 
returning the money despite repe- 
ated appeals from Mellon Bank of 
Pittsburgh after it discovered the 
error. 

A relative of Mrs. Javier sent 


$1,000 to the couple from the U.S. in 
1977 but Mellon Bank remitted it by 
mistake to its correspondent bank in 
Manila as $1 million, the agency 
said. 


Miss France stripped 
of title for posing nude 


PARIS (Reuter). - Miss France has 
been stripped of her title for allowing 
a French soft-porn magazine to print 
nude photographs of her, the beauty 
contest's organizers said yesterday. 

A spokesman for Stars Produc- 
tions said 18-year-old Isabelle Chan- 
dieu had broken international beau- 
ty pageant rules and would be re- 
placed by her runner-up, Carole 
Tre dalle. 

Nude photos of the beauty queen, 
crowned only five weeks ago in 
Paris, were printed in Lui magazine, 
published yesterday. 


Girl kills parents 


after sexual abuse 


STOCKHOLM (AP). - The police 
said yesterday they will not file 
charges against a 14-year-old girl 
who told officers she killed her pa- 
rents because her father sexually 
abused her while her mother watch- 
ed. 

The parents, Hans Karlssou, 57, 
and Ingrid Karlsson, 50, were found 
shot to death January 18 at their 
home in a village outside Falkoeping 
in southern Sweden. 

The police said the girl wiU not be 
charged because of her age and the 
circumstances. They said she will 
continue to receive psychiatric help. 

The police said the girl, whose 
name was withheld because of her 
age, confessed to the shooting ear- 
lier this week when’a woman police 
officer with experience in incest 
cases was called in.

THE BEGINNING OF THE END 


THE MEN must have been in their 
fate thirties. Reservists from settle- 
nriehts on the Golan Heights who 
considered themselves lucky, having 
spent their month in Lebanon in the 
relative safety of Haddadland, as the 
dhristian-coMrolled southern area 
adjacent to the Israeli border is cal- 
led. 

/ They had only two more days 
before completing their tour of duty. 
For the past few weeks they had 
Spent their time watching the never- 
ending convoys of trucks pulling the 
nj)F out of the north-western sector 
around Sidon. 

'The beginning of the end was in 
sight. 

■>* ' And then came the blast. Three 
men who had been walking towards 
the armoured personnel carrier 
parked on the soft shoulders of the 
road were hurled into the air and 
down to the ground. One of them lay 
several indies away from his legs, 
both of which had been blown off 
below the knee. He remained fully 
conscious, . lying there eyes wide 
open. 

We arrived on the scene as the 
dust was settling. The smell of cor- 
dite still himg in the air. A medic, 
heedless of the probabilitythat other 
land-mines were -buried nearby, was 
kneeling next to the man who had 
lost his legs, tearing at a plastic bag 
containing plasma. Other soldiers 
•.stood around the two men who 
•> seemed to be less severely injured. 
*Tf you take a picture Til kill you , I 
swear I will,” a tall, balding soldier 
sjiouted, running up to us, his M-16 
pointed only slightly in the air. 
* i That's ray friend there - not bloody 
entertainment for your readers." 

1 .His face was distorted with shock, 
the look in his eyes a blend of hatred 
and fear. A comrade who tried to 
calm him was pushed away. roughly. 
Wp looked away, so as not to intrude 
on. this anonymous man's grief. And 
then there was a shot. 

* “I said I'd kill you!" he screamed. 
y$s put our camera away, more out 
‘..'respect than from fear. 

Within minutes of the blast, a 
helicopter appeared, coming in low 
from the north-west. A few minutes 
more and doctors were moving 
airiong the injured. Watching from 
the side was the commander. It was 
only eight in the morning and this 
w3s already the second attack 
against men under his command. By 
sunset, the total would be six, leav- 
ing seven men injured. 

“All I seem to do." he said after a 
fpw short words of greeting, “is rush 
from inddenl to incident." 

“Welcome to Lebanon,” said a 
sandy-haired soldier sitting on the 
^fender of a nearby jeep, who had 
■Been surveying the scene in silent. 


WE HAVE COME to cover the last 
days of the pull-back from the north- 
west. Sitting in a van provided by the 
army spokesman, we are makin g our 
way along the undulating road be- 
tween Jezzine and Sidon. Once, the 
beauty of the landscape used to say 
something; now it only arouses sad- 
dening memories. 

The bumper-cars brought to Jez- 
zine by three enterprising young 
men in October 1982, when they 
thought that Operation Peace for 
Galilee had brought peace to South- 1 
em Lebanon as well, stand rusting ' 
near the top of the town's famous I 
waterfall. The restaurant where we 
once used to buy a fabulous Oriental 
meal and pay for it in shekels; where 
we had listened to the late Major 
Sa'ad Haddad greet the newly- 
liberated locals, has been shutdown. 
Even the Madonna atop the hill at 
the entrance to the town looks for- 
lorn. 

We bounce down the hill, dodging 
the huge trucks carting the IDFs 
non-essential equipment back to 
Israel. The civilian drivers smile and 
give a thumbs-up sign for our camer- 
as. We listen to the radio and hear 
the laconic voice, of a newscaster 
reportiig' the 'incident we had seen 
about an hour earlier. He- adds that 
the previous night, five RPGs had 
been fired at an Israeli position 
somewhere south of Sidon, but there 
were no casualties. 

The radio’s military correspon- 
dent is quoted as quoting military 
sources who say one could expect 
terrorist acts to increase as the 
February 18 withdrawal date draws 
nearer. One of the reasons for this, 
we are told, is that the various terror 
organizations are competing for the 
credit for getting rid of the occupier. 

On a hill roughly halfway between 
Sidon and Jezzine, the “occupier” is 
making final preparations to leave. 
Gone are the showers, the offices, 
stoves, fences and watchtowers that 
stood there a week ago. 

The commander, Zvika, makes no 
effort to hide his glee at leaving the 
Awali line. 

“By Wednesday we will have com- 
pletely packed up everything we had 
to," he says. "That's 10 days ahead 
of schedule. I don't remember my 
guys ever being quite as enthusiastic 
about anything." 

IN THE THREE weeks until the 
army is pulled back from the Awali, 
Zvika 's men will live in tents and eat 
rations. If the warm weather holds, 
they will have no problems. The 
weather, however, is their least con- 
cern; they are worried about then- 
safety, not their comfort. 

Around them is a sea of discon- 
tent, fear and suspicion. The IDF is 
leaving, but no one knows who is 
coming, and the population of 
Shi'ites, Christians. Sunni 


Lebanese, Palestinians and Druse 
have all spent the time since Israel's 
announcement of unilateral with- 
drawal sharpening their swords and 
waiting for word from their over- 
lords to the north. 

The assassination attempt on the 
Nasserite Sunni leader Mustafa 


non. to enter the city in any 
meaningful way. The deployment of 
any neutral body in Sidon. as far as 
the Syrians are concerned, could 
only hamper the freedom of move- 
ment of the radical groups under its 
command; and the Syrians, like the 
Israelis, know that at present. 


rival organizations, where the divid- 
ing lines of hatred are as deep as 
those that divide the Shit'ites from 
the Christians, the Palestinians and 
the Sunnis.

Sidon’s 70.000 Palestinians are the 
most powerful group in the city. 

The town’s two main refugee 
camps, Mia Mia and Ein Hilwe are 
known to contain many arms caches 
established before the war. with 
their stores of weapons and ammuni- 
tion systematically augmented since 
then. Unlike the Shi'ite radicals, 
who have been hitting at IDF units 
relentlessly for over a year, the 
Palestinians have been conserving 
their men and materiel for the maj or 
battle that will almost certainly fol- 
low Israel's withdrawal later this 
month. 

Though the Shi’ites constitute an 
absolute majority, they are split into 


the Shi'ite communists and fun- 
damentalists, not Araal. The south- 
ern version of the latter is very 
different from Nabib Be’eri's orga- 
nization that won control of the 
streets of Beirut after Israel’s pull- 
back from the Sbouf in October 
1983. 

The weakest element of the ethnic 
puzzle is the Christians - Israel's 
allies - concentrated mainly on the 
eastern outskirts of. Sidon, towards 
Jezzine. Not only are the Christians 
numerically a minority of about 
20,000, but after the IDF and the 
South Lebanese Army pull out they 
will be left with no militia to protect 
them, no ally to depend on. 
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There are some senior officials 
who do not go alone with the general 
prediction of chaos and internecine 
warfare. They claim that the inter- 
locking interests of the various com- 
munities are stronger than the fac- 
tional need for war. The bond be- 
tween them is symbiotic, but it is 
forged out of a mutual need for 
stability, and the realization that if 
one shot is fired, a war will break out 
in which there will be only losers. 

And - argue these officials - those 
losers will include the Syrians, who 
are already having enough trouble 
trying to maintain some modicum of 
stability in those areas under the 
dubious sovereignty of the Jamayel 
government. Syria wants its surro- 
gates in charge in Sidon. but it does 
not want a conflict that will necessi- 
tate its intervention. 

A DRIVE through the city seems to 
confirm this view. There are no signs 
of panic, no convoys of can held 
together by rope and wire, piled high 
with bundles and crammed with 
families fleeing south or north. The 
markets are open, the shops busy, 
and even the city gardener is at 
work, watering newly-pjanted 
shrubs along the road that leads from 
the coast to the' municipality build- 
ing. 

The port is a picture of tranquilli- 
ty, gaily-painted fishing boats pro- 
viding a colourful backdrop to the 
hustle and bustle of merchants and 
stevedores going about their busi- 
ness as if tomorrow will be exactly 
the same as today. Building is going 
on everywhere. 

Sidon certainly does not have the 
feel of a dry on the edge of disaster. 
One would have expected other- 
wise. One would have expected that, 
as the truckloads of equipment left 
the dty, sandbags would be going up 
along the borders between the diffe- 
rent ethnic neighbourhoods; that 
shopkeepers would be boarding up 
their windows; that there would be 
some evidence of preparations for 
the earthquake that will be set off by 
the vacuum created on February 18. 
But the policemen are writing out 
traffic tickets and the movie houses 
are advertising next month's coming 
attractions. 

Meanwhile, the signs of Israel's 
33-month occupation are disappear- 
ing. Tel Buksata, a hill overlooking 
the Awali in the north-eastern cor- 
ner of Sidon, that last week con- 
tained an Israeli post, looks as if it 
has been' scalped, the lush green 
running up its sides coming to an 
abrupt halt where bulldozers prepar- 
ing the IDFs post-Shouf withdrawal 
line shaved it clean a vear-and-a-half 
ago. 

The modem fadlity that the IDF 
built at the southern end of the 
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Awali bridge has gone. Only the 
holes in the ground used to check the 
undersides of incoming vehicles, re- 
main. The soldiers stilFleft guarding 
the bridge have moved their living 
quarters. 

Israeli troops sriil patrol the town, 
the purpose being to show a pre- 
sence and keep the various factions 
from each other's throats. As a re- 
sult. the factions have been at the 
throats of the Israelis. The number 
of attacks against the IDF in Sidon 
has more than quadrupled this past 
week, with the Palestinians, who 
until now have been dormant, join- 
ing in the contest to claim maximum 
credit for the IDFs departure in 
defeat. 

The patrols will continue until the 
very last day. we are told. If they 
stop, army officers claim, there will 
be another Sabra and Shatilla. 

“As long as we are here." says a 
senior commander, “we are re- 
sponsible. As long as we are re- 
sponsible we will keep the peace, 
even if it means sustaining casual- 
ties. We have had enough commis- 
sions of inquiry." 

His men will be extra careful; they 
will change tacticsoften so as to keep ' 
tlie enemy confused, but they wili j 
continue to patrol. 

WE LEAVE Sidon, hopefully for 
the last time, and drive back towards 
Jezzine and the Israeli border. We 
stop at the crossing over the Basri 
river- a narrow bridge that can carry 
no more than one car at a time. The 
Basri will now be the major crossing- 
point between the Christian pockets 
in the north at Akim el-Haroub and 
the territory still under IDF and 
South Lebanon Army control. A 
Hebrew sign on the wall of an aban- 
doned building tells us that the 
bridge is now named Gesher Yadin. 
No one on duty there knows whether 
some soldier named it after himself, 
or whether it was named after 
Israel's late deputy prime minister. 

It is late afternoon and the silence 
is almost absolute, apart from the 
sound of rushing water. On our side 
of the bridge two' Israeli soldiers 
check cars and documents. Suddenly 
there is a single shot, followed by the 
shouts of a soldier waving his arms at 
a driver in a blue Mercedes on the far 
end of the bridge. 

“I said wait!" the soldier yells, 
adding under his breath." That's the 
only language these people under- 
stand.” 

The shot brings us back to think- 
ing about Sidon. How easily tran- 
quillity can be shattered. And what 
tranquillity can there be in a country 
where the' day starts off with the 
explosion of a mine, and ends with a 
rifle-shot. 
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ARMS DEALS and promises of aid 
are nothing to sniff at, but Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin has vet 
another mission on his current visit 
to Washington. Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres wants to know how heavi- 
ly the Americans intend to lean on 
Israel to tighten our belts. 

Some Labour people also want a 
reappraisal of our supposedly solid 
friend, Secretary of State George 
Shultz. They wonder why Shultz and 
Co. are making stringent demands 
on Peres' national unity govern- 
ment, which they certainty didn't de- 
mand of the two previous Likud 
cabinets, led by Yitzhak Shamir 3nd 
Menacfaem Begin. Does Washing-, 
ton want to play into the hands of 
those Likudniks eager to bring down 
the grand coalition before Peres 
grows too popular? 


NAVIGATION FEAT: Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal was one of 
several ministers at this week’s 
cabinet session who praised Peres 
for steering through package deal II. 
and Shahal expressed the thoughts 
of many, declaring: "The agreement 
was reached not only because of 
those ministers who were here, but 
especially because of those who were 
not." It doesn't take much detective 
work to single out the three absen- 
tees from the Cabinet table - Deputy 
Premier David Levy, Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon and 
Tourism Minister Avraham 
(Abrashal Sharir. Shahal was spell- 
ing out what’s being said behind the 
scenes: thanks to Arik's absence, a 
majority was available for the Leba- 
non pull-out decision and because 
Levy was away, the new package 
deal was voted through.

Some pundits say Moda’i's friction 
with Peres is a function of his prob- 
lems with his own Liberal party. 
Justice Minister Moshe Nlssim is 
stressing that Moda'i being chairman 
of the party presidium does not 
make him its leader, and so doing 
Nissim threw his cap in the ring for 
top place in the pecking order. 


A MOODY Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i exploded at the Cabinet 
meeting, which prompted Peres to 
lose his temper ("Don’t threaten me 
with your resignation. Go ahead"). 
The friction goes well beyond the 
“jobs-for-the-boys" quarrel that 
precipitated the flare-up. For some 
weeks now Moda'i has been com- 
plaining that Peres does not encour- 
age equal cuts in the budgets of 
Labour and Likud ministries. That 
charge is hotly denied by Labour’s 
Health Minister Mordechai (Mot ta) 
Gur. who complained bitterly to 
Israel Radio's David (Dudu) Marga- 
iit: "What kind of management of 
the treasury is there, if I try in vain 
for weeks to arrange an appointment 
with Moda’i?” 

There are those who claim that all 
hinges on finding Moda’i in the right 
mood. Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar, asked how he gets on 
with the finance minister, quipped:

He suggests that the PM and his 
wife emulate Ronald and Nancy 
Reagan, who back in 1981 allowed 
wealthy well-wishers to step in and 
finance the furnishing of the White 
House.- 


The first big test of power will be 
over the party Youth Division chair- 
manship, with Sharon's party 
liaison, Israel Katz, facing Eitaii 
Sulami, who enjoys the backing of a 
one-time coalition of Deputy Fore- 
ign Minister Ronnie Milo: the party's 
organization head. MK Micha Reis- 
er, and former Herat youth head 
Michael Eitan, MK. Meanwhile 
Katz has stirred up a homer's nest at 
Israel Chemicals by trying to impose 
party appointees in plum posts. His 
bid to give a management job to 
Dead Sea Works staff committee 
boss David Kanfo. sent shock waves 
through the Levy camp, for Kanfo 
has been a Levy stalwart in the 
Negev. 


LABOUR UNREST: There is 
growing tension between energy 
minister Shahal and his successor as 
Labour's Knesset faction head, Raff 
Edri. Shahal's pals claim that Edri is 
frustrated because Peres preferred 
the Haifa MK to him for the 
Cabinet. Then there is unrest in the 
party’s United Kibbutz Movement 
with Deputy Agriculture Minister 
Avraham Katz-Oz of the fluid wing 
complaining loudly that the Kibbutz 
Hameuhad wing has its own Cabinet 
member in Absorption Minister 
Ya’acov Tsur. Katz-Oz is especially 
peeved at being outside the inner 
policy-making “Sarenu" (our minis- 
ters) forum, which meets regularly 
with Peres before Cabinet sessions. 


Katz-Oz. who authored the Golan 
Bill, is also scored by less hawkish 
critics in Ihud against trying to out- 
flank the Likud on the right. This 
criticism was aired (at a well- 
attended meeting in Tel Aviv this 
week of the Labour Party dovish 
forum) by such a prominent kibbutz 
thinker as Asher Maniv of Kibbutz 
Ma’ayan Zvi. Knesset Social Ser- 
vices' Committee chairman Ora 
Namir warned that Labour's elec- 
tion campaign line of not differing 
from the Likud bad not attracted one 
vote from the right, but had lost 
votes on tbe left. Knesset Defence 
and Foreign Affairs Committee 
ebairman Abba Eban urged full 
backing for the government 1 s Leba- 
non pull-out decision in view of the 
renewed Likud offensive against it.

WHEN DAVID CLAYMAN de- 
cided just before the Six Day War to . 
lobby congressmen . fibout support 
for Israel t- instead of spending.the 
time in an anti- Vietnam war rally - 
he realized that he no longer be- 
longed in America. 

Today he is the full-time head of 
the American Jewish Congress 
Israeli office in Jerusalem - an 
American to the Israelis and fore- 
igners he meets on the job. but 
completely submerged in Israeli con- 
sciousness and the father of youngs- 
ters who serve in the Israel Defence 
Forces. 

Since coming here in 1970, the 
ordained Conservative rabbi worked 
pan-time for the 3Q,000-member 
American Jewish Congress. In addi- 
tion. he was associate dean of the 
Hebrew University's school of social 
work and previously in charge of 
student services. Required to cut 
budgets and fire staffers in recent 
years instead of planning for growth, 
he found the university "no longer a 
fun place.” 

Asked by the AJ Congress to ex- 
pand its Jerusalem office’s activities, 
he agreed to work for them full-time. 
As the official representative of an 
American Jewish organization, he 
will be an “outsider.” losing the 
“insider" status he had when work- 
ing for the university. But this may- 
help in his work, which involves 
explaining America and American 
Jewry to Israelis; explaining Israel to 
American Jews and non-Jews: and 
promoting AJCongress projects 
here. 

"Israel has become the religion of 
American Jewry, but it is not their 
sole interest,” says Clayman.

The last two dialogues led to con- 
crete action; the one on hasbara

The AJCongress. the American

but you also get variety.” says Day- 
man. “And although our aims are 
similar, we go about them in diffe- 
rent ways.” 


THE AJCONGRESS focusses on 
hasbara (information) and legal ac- 
tion, and in the U.S. is for liberal and 
pluralistic values. A major focus is 
organizing tours to Israel, and it is 
the largest such operation of any 
Jewish organization - nearly 8,000 
visitors a year. It also organizes the 
annual American-Israel dialogue 
held everv summer, as well as a 


Dayman, bom in Boston, edu- 
cated at Harvard, Dropsie College 
and Boston Hebrew College, does 
not use his rabbinical title, even 
though he was ordained by the Con- 
servative Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary in New York.

ro use his life as he wanted." says 
Berkoff. "He had built up a file 
against himself - of his own mak- 
ing.’’ 

Some “tapes” of guilt- 
couditioning come from childhood - 
“and then it's up fo you Co erase the 
tape." In his own childhood, partly 
in London's East End. he didn't 
have anything to erase, he insists. "It 
was normal. I went to school. Nor- 
mal and brutal." Brutal? “Well, dre- 
aly. grim. Brutalizing." 

Don’t you need something to 
erase in order to create? . 

“I have mighty things to erase

Berkoffs work has to with “arche- 
typal fears and passions.” He has 
produced versions of Agamemnon 
and Kafka's Metamorphosis abroad 
and with the Haifa Theatre in Israel. 
He’s done an adaptation of Poe's 
"Fall of the House of Usher" and 
written and directed several plays of 
his own: East combines Elizabethan 


and punk influences with cockney 
accents. "Biographical, satirical and 
grotesque," he says. Its sequel. 
West, renders the Beowulf plot in 
cockney. 

Berkoff renders himself in wave 
after wave of accents. Before you’ve 
placed one, he’s on to the next. Even 
his blue eyes flit from place to place, 
looking out of even 1 single window 
in an endless, tricky building.

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^HY ALWAYS in January? Why 
always the kibbutzim? These arc the 
two most pertinent questions arising 
from the events on the share market 
ui the past few days. But before 
^nswering them, it would be as well 

winnow out the irrelevant and the 
superficially sensational from the re- 
levant and fundamentally meaning- 
ful. 

. The stock exchange had not been 
m the headlines for some time before 
the i curious case of David Balas and 
ihe.price collapse that be supposedly 
sparked off, thrust the doings on Tel 
Aviv’s Ahad Ha'am Street back into 
public prominence. This in itself is 
worthy of remark, for if the selling 
wave that engulfed the share market 
this week merited such extensive 
^aedia coverage, why didn't the 
tiontbs of steady and then very rapid 
rises drat preceded it get the same 
treatment - or any coverage at all, 
other than in the regular stock mar- 
ket.columns? 

Even more to the point, why. 
didn't the situation in the bond mar- 
ket, which was described by experts 
as bordering on a real crisis, create 
more of a stir? Why are only shares 
considered newsworthy, but not the 
larger and economically more im- 
portant bonds? 

Then take Balas himself. The star 
of tiie week came on stage as the 
“mysterious businessman" about 
whom hardly anything was known 
but who, so it was implied, had 
"become a major figure, pulling the 
strings by which the stock market 
was made to move. 

Remarkably little was revealed 
even then. Balas was described as 
being 50-ish and in his early 40s. He 
lived in Bnei Brak and near the 
Habima in Tel Aviv. He had caused 
the share collapse, he had not sold 


anything for some time. He was in 
financial difficulties because of Bank 
Discount calling in its loans, ot 
maybe because the United Kibbutz 
Movement called in its loans. These 
were not fully covered anyway. He 
had lost money playing currency 
forwards - no, make that commodity 
futures. He was finished: he was 
unscathed. 

EVEN NOW, the truth about Balas 
is unknown. Perhaps it will come to 
light, perhaps not. It really makes 
little difference. What matters is 
what Balas represents; what the 
whole incident shows about the 
share market, the stock exchange 
and the entire capital market in 
Jaunuary 1985. And about the yawn- 
ing gap between rhetoric and reality. 

David Balas as a phenomenon is 
for from unknown . His existence and 
operations have been the central 
feature of the share market for most 
of the past year. His remarkable 
success in avoiding the limelight, 
achieved by operating through mid- 
dlemen and fronts, kept his name in 
the background. But what he did was 
very much in the foreground as far as 
the small band of professionals who 
were still active in shares was con- 
cerned. 

Id the pitifully shrunken share 
market of 1984, Balas was the poor 
man’s Yossi Rieger. The action was 
in the shares in which he bad or 
might take a stake. That he was only 
playing with a few tens of millions of 
dollars, and yet was stfll the biggest 
fish, says much about how small the 
pool had become. That he could 
obtain chunks of many large com- 
panies without having to declare 
them - indeed, in almost complete 
anonymity, says even more about 
the use, misuse and abuse of the

function and role of the stock ex-, 
change. 

On the one band, it shows that 
exchange chairman Meir Herb is 
right in his rebuttal of the accusa- 
tions made against the exchange 
management by the Securities Au- 
thority. 

Replying to charges that the rales 
of trading need to be tightened. 
Heth said that even if the trading 
system were the ultimate in perfec- 
tion. the economic and financial 
realities are such that the share mar- 
ket would remain a speculative 
appendix of the capital market as a 
whole. So long as index- and doOar- 
linked investments were readily 
available, "safe" money would shun 
the share market. And rightly so. be 
argued. 

But on the other hand, the Balas 
affair has underlined the element of 
truth in the Security Authority's 
charges that not enough is being 
done to make the rules of disclosure, 
and the regulations governing the 
method of trading, more effective 
and just. Thus, they are both right. 

In fact, as the commission of in- 
quiry into the bank shares will prob- 
ably show, they're all right. All the 
complaints are justified, only no one 
is doing anything about it. 

IF IT WEREN’T so pathetic, it would 
be laughable. Here we are. in Janu- 
ary 1985. watching an action replay 
of* January 1983. The same three 
syndromes have re-emerged like 
worms from the woodwork. 

First, there is the "running'* syn- 
drome. Balas. the man with the 
money, takes a large position in a 
number of shares. Elis dominant role 
attracts a mob of hitch-hikers and 
hangers-on. all interested in quick 
and easy profits. So long as the 


shares m question move up and there 
are no external problems, everyone 
is happy. Bat as soon as a destabiliz- 
ing factor appears, be it false rnmour 
fir established fact, the herd panics 
and the stampede begins. 

What is extraordinary about- the 
collapse, and should be most wor- 
rying to the exchange itself and the 
government authorities, is Balas's 
claim that he was only seeking to 
invest in shares of good companies at 
very cheap real prices, is probably 
true. 

In this, he was quite different from 
the Rieger- Fishman group, who 
bought and "ran" shares at prices 
that were sometimes vastly in excess 
of their true value. Bat the results, as 
is now clear, are the same. 

In other words, the boom-and- 
bust syndrome is endemic to the 
boursa. as it is now constituted. 
Whether the real prices are dirt 
cheap or madly expensive is secon- 
dary: the structure of the market 
remains constant. - . . 

Second, the “sucker" syndrome. 
The counterparts of the. Riegers and 
Balases are the mugs who are always 
ready to jump on any passing band- 
wagon. The basic dictum of every 
sharp operator was coined by P.T. 
Baraum - “There's a sucker born 
every minute." Even Baroum could 
not have imagined that an already- 
ripped-off sucker would come back 
for more. And still more. 

Yet this, if we are to believe the 
reports that the kibbutz movement 
had lent and invested large sums 
with Balas.' is precisely what has 
happened. After being hit hard 
when their investment in the Rieger- 
Fistunan mutual funds went down 
the drain, the kibbutzim sank their 
money in the supposedly-safe bank 
shares. To have been taken to the 


cteaners yet again is a rare display of 

financial acumen. „ 

- Fmallv, we have the “January 
syndrome. For five successive years, 
the stock market has taken a phnige 
in the first few weeks of tbs : year. 
That is more than a coincidence. 

One of the old traditions of the Tel 

Aviv Stock Exchange fc < 
rise toward the end of the calendar 
year as institutions, mutual tunas 
and other interested parties indulge 
in thorough-going window-dressing 
to improve the performance of their 
portfolio components. 

These rises inevitably attract the 
public, which is more tempted to buy 
the higher a price goes, its appetite 
being whetted and its sense of cau- 
tion blunted by the prospect Of easy 
money. 

In late December and early Janu- 
ary. the herd goes in. while the smart 
operators and financial institutions 
take their profits and sidle inconspi- 
cuously out. After a few days, or 
weeks, their absence is suddenly 
noticed — and the herd is off and 
running again. The result is the in- 
evitable “crash," with innumerable 
“sellers only," sharp falls and the 
rest of the dreary tale. 

January 1985 h ft* only shown that 
the stock exchange can run the same 
tired old drama on a shoestring 
budget and with a small company 
replacing the “cast of thousands" of 
yesteryear. 

The plot and the stereotyped 
actors are the same as ever. Without 
major changes in tile economy and 
major reforms in the exchange itself, 
the show will be on again, same time.

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A FEW WEEKS AGO Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak was re- 
ported to have said that until very 
recently there was hardly an Egyp- 
tian who knew about Taba, but that 
now a controversy has developed, 
this tiny territory has become a mat- 
ter of national pride. 

In other words, the Egyptians will 
not - agree to anything less than the 
disappearance of every symbol of 
Israeli authority from the area. 

- The Egyptian attitude comes as no 
surprise to historians and experts on 
international law. The Egyptians 
know very well that the question of 
Taba is bound up with the whole 
problem of the legal validity of the 
border between former Palestine 
and Sinai. 

Moreover, they know very well - 
although they would never admit it - 
that the title of Egypt to the whole 
Sinai peninsula is questionable in 
international law. 

The fact that late Anwar Sadat 
refered to Sinai as “sacred Egyptian 
territory" does not necessarily make 
Sinai Egyptian. Nor does it give 
international legal status to a fron- 
tier that has never been recognized 
as an international border. 

These simple facts were well 
known to Israel's previous Alignment 
governments, bat unfortunately it 
was the Likud government which 
preferred, for reasons beyond my 
comprehension to give validity to the 
present border in Sinai in the Camp 
David Accords and in the subse- 
quent peace treaty. 

BACK IN FEBRUARY 1971. the 
Ministry of Justice published a study 
by P. Elman entitled “The Peninsula 
of Sinai in International Law" in 
which both historical and legal evi- 
dence was presented to show the 
jyecariousness of the Egyptian title 
' afcinai. The study - produced dur- 
ing the time of an Alignment govern- 
ment - pointed out that the 1906 
border between Sinai and the Syrian 
provinces of the Ottoman Empire 
(in which Palestine was included) 
had never been internationally rec-

ognized. 

Until World War I Egypt was at 
least nominally part of the Ottoman 
Empire. However, it had a special 
status which was not very different 
from that of full independence, 
under the rule of a viceroy - the 
khediv. 

This quasi-independence status 
was the result of a revolt of Muham- 
med Ali, during which his Egyptian 
army conquered Syria in the autumn 
of 1831 and remained there for 
almost 10 years. 

The Egyptian adventure ended 
when only England, Austria, Prussia 
and Russia united against Muham- 
med Ali and expelled him from 
Syria. 

But under pressure from the great 
European powers the sultan issued a 
firman in June 1841 in which 
Muhammed Ali was recognized as 
the autonomous ruler of Egypt. The 
firman specifically designated the 
border of Egypt's territory in accord- 
ance with the ordinances of the fir- 
man - the border was a straight line 
that connected Rafah and the tip of 
the Gulf of Suez. 

This border was recognized by the 
European powers and this is, in- 
deed, the only recognized interna- 
tional border in the Sinai Peninsula. 
The whole of Sinai thus remained 
part of the Ottoman Empire, though 
the Ottoman government did very 
little to assert its rule over the area. 

Hie British, who occupied Egypt 
in 1882, took advantage of the feet 
that Sinai was for all purposes terra 
nidlius and they brought it under 
their rule, luriJaceraliy delineating a 
new border between their Egyptian 
territories and the Syrian Ottoman 
domain. 

Thus, the present border was cre- 
ated in 1906 amid an international 
uproar that came to be known as the

Akaba Crisis, of which Taba was an 
important factor. 

This crisis was the subject of a 
brilliant article, published in 1963. 
by the late Profesor Uriel Heyd. 

Heyd based his study on both 
European and Turkish material and 
also drew on the memoirs of Rushdi 
Pasha, the Turkish officer in Akaba 
who was a major participant in the 
affair. 

. The crisis began on January 10. 
1906, when W.E. Jennings- 
Bramlev. the British commissioner 
of Sinai, appeared in Akaba with 
five Egyptian gendarmes and 
attempted to establish an Egyptian 
police station in Urn Rash rash (to- 
day Eilat). 

Rushdi, the Turkish colonel in the 
area, emphatically opposed B ram- 
ley’s attempt and drove him away. 


The affair quickly developed into an 
international crisis between Istanbul 
and London. 

Moreover, the British were ex- 
tremely worried about the friendly 
relations and close cooperation that 
existed between the Turks and the 
Germans. They were particularly 
concerned about the Turkish plans 
to construct railroads from Istanbul 
to Basra, and from Damascus to the 
Hejaz. They believed that the Suez 
Canal and their route to India were 
threatened, and they therefore pro- 
ceeded to establish their direct au- 
thority over Sinai and extend rheir 
influence in Arabia. 

■ On January 22. 1906. a small 
Egyptian warship appeared near 
Coral Island in the Gulf of Eilat and 
the soldiers on it were ordered by its

FOR THE REST of os tbev may be 
just ordinary birds, but for the bird- 
watcher. the high-flying eagles and 
vultures are very special birds in- 
deed. 

In fact, they are so special to 
bird-watchers, that the Society for 
the Protection of Nature in Israel has 
persuaded the postal services to 
issue a set of stamps devoted to four 
endangered species of raptors, the 
lappet-faced vulture, Bonelii's 
eagle, the sooty falcon and the grif- 
fon vulture. 

According to Yossi Leshem. who 
heads the society's raptor informa- 
tion centre, the griffon vulture 
population in this country has de- 
clined from some 2,000 at the begin- 
ning of the century to only 68. Some 
of the reasons for the decline are 
pesticides, which the birds imbibe 
through the carcasses on which they 
feed, and improved sanitary condi- 
tions, which have resulted in fewer 
dead animals being left out in the 
open. 


In recent years, too. a relatively 
large number of vultures have been 
electrocuted when landing on elec- 
tric poles and brushing their wide- 
spreading wings on high-tension 
wires. As a result of studies carried 
out around the world, the society 
persuaded the Electric Corporation 
to erect special frames around the 
poles. 

At present, according to Leshem. 
there are only two pairs of bearded 
vultures left in the country. 

But despite the decrease in the 
numbers of some species. Leshem 
stresses . Israel continues to be one of 
the prime spots for bud-watchers 
because of its strategic location as a 
migratory bridge between Europe 
and Africa. 

El A1 is bringing the 
leaders of 40 bird-watching groups 
from around the world to the annual 
national bird-watching gathering in 
order to convince them of the coun- 
try’s merits.

B ram ley appeared in Taba by land 
■and, with the situation about to 
explode in armed confrontation, the 
Egyptians landed only on Coral Is- 
land. 

At this point, the Turks sent some 
3.000 soldiers to Taba and the Brit- 
ish moved their fleet to the Eastern 
Mediterranean and exerted very 
heavy political pressure on the sultan . 
to enter into negotiations on the 
future of Taba and the border of 
Sinai in general... 

The sultan had no choice bat to 
agree, and in the course of the nego- 
tiations, the British demanded foe 
whole of the western coast of th©._ 
Gtrif ■ of- Eilat (Akaba), • including 


Surprisingly, both France and 
Russia supported the ultimatum, 
which demanded that the sultan 
evacuate Taba and agree to the de- 
lineation of a border in Sinai from 
Rafeh to the head of the Gulf of Eilat 
within 10 days. 

At the same time, two British gun- 
boats dropped anchor - one at 
Rafeh, the other off Taba, to sym- 
bolize the power behind the British 
demand. 

. The sultan, who could not secure 
German support, had no choice but to 
surrender to the British ultimatum 
and the negotiations over the border 
in Sinai began. 

During the negotiations, Rushdi 
Pasha attempted to widen the terri- 
tory to the south of Eilat as much as 
he could, but finally had to succumb 
to orders that arrived from Istanbul 
and to agree to the border that was 
delineated by the British, whose 
prime interest was to ensure that all 
the natural springs would be on the 
Egyptian ride of the border. These 
included the oasstLund springs of 
KuntiHa EmKacBs, Knsefina and 


Akaba itself, and the southern part-' - others. The Turks managed to move 


of the Arava (Araba) Valley for 
Egypt. 

While the negotiations were still 
going on. Bramley attempted to cre- 
ate feds in the area by establishing a 
military post in Ras au-Naqab, to the 
west of Eilat Rushdi, now promoted 
to the rank of general and entitled to 
the title of pasha, prevented fins 
attempt. Even Lord Cromer, the 
British high commissioner at the 
time, had to concede that Rushdi 
“appears to be a fine specimen of a 
fighting type of Turkish officer. ” 

THE CASE, however, was ultimate- 
ly decided not by. this “fine officer” 
■but by a combination of gunboat 
diplomacy and the military and poli- 
tical weakness of the Ottoman 
Empire. On May 3,1906, the British 
presented an ultimatum to Sultan 
Abd al-Hamid, backed by the dis- 
patch of large military and naval 
forces to Egypt and the concentra- 
tion of the British fleet in the port of 
Piraeus in Greece. 


the border some eight kilometres to 
the south of Umm Rashrash, and 
thus to keep in their hands the 
strategic approaches to Akaba. 

“This unnatural and n on- 
historical border,” wrote Professor 
Heyd, was called in the agreement 
"KhatFas&ldart” namely “an admi- 
nistrative dividing line” between the 
Province of Hejez and the Sanjak of 
Jerusalem on the othe one hand, and 
the Sinai Peninsula on the other. The , 
Turks have thus never recognized it 
as an international border. Moreov- 
er, when Egypt became an indepen- 
dent country after World War I, the 
line was never formally fixed as its 
border. 

“There are many British who state 
that Egyptian sovereignty over the 
area to the south of the line Rafah- 
Suez (file 1841 border) has never 
been recognized de fun" wrote 
Heyd. 

IN THE 1949 Armistice Agreement, 
which terminated hostilities between 


Israel and Egypt, the 1906 frontier 
was referred to as a temporary divid- 
ing line between armies, “not to be 
construed in any sense as a political 
or a territorial boundary and is de- 
lineated without prejudice to the 
rights, claims and position of either 
party ... as regards the ultimate 
settlement of the Palestinian ques- 
tion.” 

Curiously enough, during the 1906 
crisis, fite national and Moslem cir- 
cles in Egypt opposed British 
attempts to annex Sinai to Egypt. 
Mustafa Kamil the leader of the 
modem Egyptian National Move- 
ment. enthusiastically defended the 
need to maintain the territorial in- 
tegrity of file Ottoman Empire. The 
crisis over Taba in 1906 thus contri- 
buted greatly to the awakening of 
: Egyptian nationalism. 

Bnt “what is interesting,'' wrote 
Professor Heyd, “is the fact, para- 
doxical as it may seem, that exactly 
50 years before the Sinai Campaign 
(of 1956V, -it ; was the Egyptian

of the 1906 line. And itis no wonder 
that Egypt wishes now to crown this 
success with the annexation of Taba. 

Israel has a perfect historic and 
legal right to oppose the Egyptian 
daftn to Taba. The milk that was 
stalled when Sinai was handed back 
to Egypt without debate cannot be 
restored, but there is no reason to 
spin the r emaining drops that we 
have left.

The former premier has talked 
with President Chaim Herzog. 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres. Vice 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir, Finance 
Minister Yitzhak. Moda'i. and Minis- 
ter Ezer Weizman. as well as Knes- 
set defence and foreign affairs com- 
mittee chairman Abba Eban. 

And he detects a marked change 
in the psychological atmosphere: 
“There's a positive approach, and a 
sense of purpose. Everyone knows 
that things are going to be hard, but 
it provides a raison d'etre...

A WELL-KNOWN preacher of the 
"guilty Israel” doctrine recently un- 
burdened his soul in a lecture in Los 
Angeles. Mr. Amos Oz was the 
propounder some years ago of a 
chitling parallel between the Jewish 
people and the Palestinian Arabs. 

The Jews of Israel, to whom he 
was referring, were on the one hand, 
survivors of the Holocaust - whose 
root cause was the curse of galut, the 
absence of any Jewish sovereignty; 
and on the other hand the three- 

a uarters-of-a-mil!ion who were 
riven out or fled from the Arab 
stales to the haven of Jewish state- 
hood. 

The Arabs he was referring to 
were those who left Palestine in 1948 
at the behest of the leaders of the 
Arab states - who wanted a clear 
Field for eliminating the Jewish 
population and preventing the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish state. 

When they , foiled in those pur- 
poses, they not only did not settle 
their Palestinian brothers in their 
own vast territories but kept as many 
as possible in refugee camps, with 
the declared intent of using them 
ultimately to destroy Israel from

criticism of the Lebanon inteven- 
tion. but then that was not limited to 
Britain. It was also heard in the 
United States.”

He 
maintains that European govern- 
ments' coldness towards the Camp 
David agreement breakthrough was 
a result of the Firm American hands- 
off approach: “Europeans should 
definitely have a role in a region 
where they've played such a major 
part historically.” he declares. 

Indeed, he says, he has had to 
remind Israelis that the Balfour Dec- 
laration was made by Britain. Now 
he finds that leading Israelis are 
looking mostly to France when they 


within. 

Then there were those Arabs who, 
after the failure of a second attempt 
to destroy Israel in 1967. remained in 
their towns and villages in Judea.

Oz repeatedly painted a picture of 
these Jews and Arabs - the Jews, 
safe on a raft, denying its safety to 
Arabs floundering in the sea.

consider Europe at all. 

THE PRIMARY purpose of 
Heath's visit is to conduct the Jeru- 
salem Symphony Orchestra. Indeed, 
politics and music have been the 
dominating factors of his life. 

After leaving school. Heath won a 
music scholarship to study at Ox- 
ford’s Balliol College. His instru- 
ment was the organ. 

Nowadays the critics are taking 
him more seriously as a musician: 
“I'm fortunate that I can now pick 
and choose the orchestras," he says. 
On Sunday, he flies back to Britain, 
but will spend just six hours in Lon- 
don before taking off for another 
musical engagement- to conduct the 
Swiss-Italian television orchestra at 
Davos. Switzerland, in a special 


programme that includes works by 
Mozart. Schubert and Prokofiev. 

The Davos concept was a cultural 
fixture he had introduced during his 
four years as chairman of the Euro- 
pean Management Forum, which is 
attended by senior executives from 
45 counries. 

His successor as chairman, former 
French premier Raymond Barre had 
asked him to deliver the keynote 
speech - on “the responsibility of 
entrepreneurs" - and so he was 
combining it with music. 

I FOUND the 6S-year-oId politician- 
musician to be witty and relaxed, in 
sharp contrast to the uptight image 
he portrayed during his years at 10 
Downing Street ( 1970-74).

ideas of the PLO about the need to 
exterminate Israel. 

“To my regret I have learned over 
the years that the statements they 
make in Arabic are a thousand times 
more important than what they are 
likely to whisper in the ears of people 
who are eager for peace.” 

Oz confessed that the Palesti- 
nians' obstinacy made it difficult for 
him to persist, in his “dovish’' views, 
or to disseminate them ( Ha'aretz 
January 28. 1985). 

His admirers will no doubt follow 
with interest his efforts to overcome 
this disability. 

AN EARLIER CONFESSOR - 
also to a Los Angeles audience - was 
Mordechai Bar-On (like Oz. a Peace 
Now propagandist). He unburdened 
himself last March during his much- 
publicized campaign to whitewash 
Muhammad Miihem. former mayor 
of Halhul and PLO front-man, who 
had been banished for his public 
incitement to violence against Jews 
and the State of Israel. 

Mr. Bar-On. apparently in re- 
sponse to pressure from a lively 


audience - one of whose members 
tape-recorded the proceedings - 
confessed that, for all his friendship 
with Miihem. he was “very suspi- 
cious of what the Palestinians had in 
mind.” 

“The indications of hope," he 
said, "are very occasional." The 
signs of change in the Palestine 
camp, and those not in the whole 
Palestinian camp. - are- doubtful, . 
hazy, unclear. 

"After all. the PLO came into 
existence in 1964. three years before 
the Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank, and its objective meant the 
‘liberation' of Tel Aviv.” 

Moreover, he added. “PLO mate- 
rials spoke repeatedly, and some still 
do, in terms of the annihilation of 
Israel." 

To his dilemma, however, he had 
already found a solution. He assured 
bis audience, in spite of what he had 
just said, that there was hope, and 
“it lav in people like Mr. Miihem.”

What is the difference. I ask. be- 
tween conducting an orchestra and 
conducting a cabinet? "Why am I 
never asked another question?" he 
replies, but nevertheless obliges with 
an answer: "I always reply that in an 
orchestra they're all working in the 
same direction.” 

He is considerably more guarded, 
though, when I ask about the rising 
incidence of anti-Setpitism in Bri- 
tain. especially in view of the re- 
latively high number of Jews in par- 
liament and in government. He does 
not agree that there is any. greater 
resentment towards Jews nowadays. 
And be reacts sharply when I quote, 
as an example, the Spectators recent 
front-page article cm "Thatcher's 
Jews." 


false and dangerous assumptions - 
lies not so much in themselves but in 
that they represent a mood, indeed a 
mode of thought, that has coloured 
Jewish political action ever since the 
days of deep galut. 

Among its- main ingredients is 
wishful thinking, a recoil from harsh 
reality, a retreat into delusion. 

In the 1930s, it was exemplified by 
the resistance of leaders and people 
in Eastern Europe to Jabotmsky's 
urgent warning that there was no 
future for them in Europe; that their 
only hope of salvation lay in '“eva- 
cuation.” 

Since 1947, it has found express- 
ion in the illusion that the Arabs are. 
in fact, interested in peace with an 
existent Jewish state, and that only 
the failure to find the formula for its 
size prevents such peace. Hence. the 
acceptance of the grotesque parti- 
tion .proposal of 1947 and, ever 
since/the repeated 1 offert bf ,H cbm-; 
promise" a gi vmg-uphete, a. giving-' 
in* there, a giving-back elsewhere. 
This spirit continues to influence 
relations with Egypt. 

A new development has illumined 
once more the reality of the hoax of 
the peace treaty. Its hero is Abba 
Eban. a veteran practitioner in the 
sowing of illusions. 

Last spring he visited Egypt for 
talks with President Hosni Mubarak 
and other leaders. From his own 
report, it emerged that he bad had 
cosy talks with them about the pros- 
pect of a Likud defeat in the elec- 
tions, and that they were looking 
forward to a Labour victory and to 
an abandonment of Israeli “obstina- 


“It’s a disreputable publication 
with a small circulation." he says. 
“So it does not reflect anything." 

He goes on to note that Sir Keith 
Joseph, a leading member of the 
Thatcher cabinet, had also been a 
member of his cabinet, and that the 
current chancellor of the exchequer. 
Nigel Lawson, had been one of his 
economic advisers. 

Then he leans forward: "One of 
the things puzzling me is that Jews in 
Britain have made such a signal 
contribution to our financial and 
business life, becoming so highly 
successful in those fields. Yet I don't 
understand why you people here 
have not been equally successful in 
putting your economy on its feet." 
AS IS CUSTOMARY with British 
politicians, the most consistent critic 
of Thatcher’s policies would not be 
drawn directly on the subject 
abroad. However he does offer an 
oblique criticism when we discuss 
American reports 'of a divided Bri- 
tain. 

He believes things have become 
much worse in recent years: “The 
impact of mass unemployment has 
exacerbated this state of affairs. The 
line dividing north from south has 
dropped down to Oxford. It's the 
first time that Birmingham has suf- 
fered. We have four million unem- 
ployed, the highest in Europe." 

And indeed, the figures he quotes 
are horrendous: 19 per cent unem- 
ployed in the North-East, with 30 
per cent of males unemployed in 
marginal towns, and 60 per cent of 
those under 21 out of work. “The 
over-50s who suffered redundancey 
will never see work again. It's heart- 
breaking." 

Doesn't that indicate a lack of 
compassion at the top of govern- 
ment? “I couldn't comment on 
that.” 


ries.” Eban manifestly did not dis- 
courage them m their hope. 

He clearly did not spoil the friend- 
ly atmosphere even to mention 
Egypt's failure from the outset to 
fulfill most of the terms of the peace 
treaty; that the 40-odd agreements 
arising out of the treaty, designed to 
promote the practical development 
of commercial, cultural and other 
day-to-day relations, had - by 
Egypt’s non-performance - re- 
mained a dead letter; that the cam- 
paign of vilification of Israel had 
□ever ceased (a flagrant breach of 
the treaty), signifying Cairo’s inten- 
tion not to guide the public to 
thoughts of peace with Israel and 
rather to perpetuate attitudes of 
hatred and contempt- precisely as in 
pre-treaty days.

HEATH CONCURS with report*

He points out that while in the past 
the emphasis on ideology had been 
on the left, today the country is much 
more ideologically polarized than 
ever before. 

He describes as “a legend" the 
conventional wisdom that his nuftr 
government had been brought down 
by the miners' strike - in the genera! 
elections which saw him defeated as 
prime minister, his party netted the 
largest popular vote, but the Labour 
Party won more seats due to the 
constituency system. 

RETURNING TO THE ARTS. 
Heath picks Amadeus as his choice 
for the best modern play. He agree* 
that it deals with the buttle t»i 
mediocrity against genius. And 
when I seek to draw a -political 
parallel, he reflects that “in many 
historical periods mediocrity did not 
win out." 

Finally, are many people reluctant.* 
to join the political fray because of 
the daneer of an over-exposure by 
television? Heath laughs heartily: 
“Television people are what I‘d call 
short-term operators. After inter- 
viewing politicians for four years 
they get bored with them and say to 
themselves, ‘I’ve nothing to ask 
them anymore,' so they demand that 
the politicians be changed. 

“What I’d suggest is a change of 
television interviewers." 

IN A RADIO INTERVIEW this 
week. Eban banteringly claimed that 
it was the Egyptians' loss: the books 
were good. No doubt: but does it not 
occur to him to analyse why the 
Egyptians are so nasty, why they 
behave with such contempt? Why 
they have emptied the peace treaty 
of most of its content (apart, that is.^ 
from accepting Sinai), and why they ' 
promote anti-Israel and anti-Semitic 
propaganda. The "whys " are 
numerous. 

Is it not time, after so much ex- 
perience, and even if Only under the 
inspiration of the persona! affront 
offered him. that Eban and his fel- 
low believers realize that behind 
Egyptian attitudes and behaviour 
lies the unchanging Arab-Moslem 
doctrine that no infidel, non- Arab 
national independence may be toler- 
ated in the Arab-Moslem’ “world":

About last 
year's Sankai Juko hitch: "I haven't 
checked down to the last detail, but 
I'm willing to believe it was a mis- 
understanding - 'without malice.' as 
they said in Sharon's trial. Maybe if I 
went on investigating. I'd find out 
something else. In any case you can’t 
bring what the festival is bringing 

without a subsidy." 

SO WHAT'S on the agenda? Postel 
is bringing the Bremen Dance 
Theatre' directed by Rein hi Id Hoff- 
man. who was a student of choreog- 
rapher Kurt Jons: Serapions Theatre 
of Vienna, a theatre of images and 
movement, doing their latest pro- 
duction. called' Double ami Para- 
dise. Pogorelich for a return engage- 


ment: the New Swingle Singers, also 
on a return engagement, doing most- 
ly Bach: singer Emma Kirkbv from 
England. 

Postel is also handling local pro- 
ductions. such as a poetry- 
movement-music event including 
Yon a Wollach. Zvi Avni and Adi 
Etzion. as well as a premiere of a 
work by dancer and choreographer 
Rina Schenfeld. 

The Spring Events number much 
more than three, but only three so 
far are to be included in the five-star 
subscription club - offering advance 
booking, background information, 
reduced rales and invitations to re- 
ceptions with performers. Postel 
says the system is popular in Europe: 
computerized lists of interested au- 
diences cut down on advertising 
costs. And everyone loves to belong 
to some elite or other. 

Among the offerings for the Israel 
Festival, as reported earlier, are the 
Sadlers Wells New Opera, the 
Washington Opera, the Bach En- 
semble of New York, the Borodin 
Trio, the Schaubuhne of Berlin, the 
Kick Theatre of Britain.

A couple of dishevelled women 
stan dancing around him in slow-, 
provocative movements. A soldier, 
his uniform shin unbuttoned, gets 
up to join them. My companion 


pronounces the cigars among the 
best he has tasted. I try to persuade 
him to dance with me. but he is too 
overwhelmed by it all and pretends 
not to have heard. 

The place opened about a year ago 
and it's nice to know that we now 
have our very own Turkish nightclub 
in Tel Aviv. Closed on Sunday 
nights.

MICHAEL HARAN’S Musical 
Evenings, now in their third season, 
this year “graduated" from Tzavta 
to the Tel Aviv Museum. They re- 
main a distinct phenomenon on our 
music scene. For one thing, their 
relaxed enthusiasm and geniality are 
a far cry from the high-strung atmos- 
phere encountered elsewhere. For 
another, the members of leading 
orchestras can be seen practising

their art without the unyielding 
baton - inspiring or intimidating, as 
the case may be - of this or that 
maestro. How this newly-gained 
freedom, and the responsibility that 
comes with it. affect music-making is 
a fascinating question for those con- 
cerned with the psychology of per- 
formance. 

These Musical Evenings are char- 
acterized by intelligent, varied prog- 
ramming and thorough professional- 
ism of presentation; it becomes ob- 
vious why the series has won a large 
devoted following. 

Which is not to suggest that the 
performances are uniformly satis- 


fying. The latest Musical Evening, 
the second of the three this season, 
had its share of letdowns. The cloudy 
textures of the Bach sonata, for 
Instance! 'did nor 'dear until the con- 
cluding movement, as David Shem- 
er's industrious attendance be 
embellishments, speed fluctuations 
and other stylistic niceties on the 
harpsichord failed to match the un- 
pretentious warmth and sheer com- 
municativeness of the cello line. It 
was also the keyboard - this time the 
piano - that proved the limping link 
in the Poulenc. 

There was a bonus to the 
announced programme - young 
Shira Ravin joined Breuer. Levcn- 
thal and Haran in the Dvorak move- 
ment. She proved their equal in 
every respect. 


Language of faith 


“AND WHEN ISRAEL saw the 
Great Hand of the Lord... they had 
faith in the Lord and in His servant 
Moses... Then Moses and the 
Israelites sang this song to the Lord” 
(Exodus 14:31-15:1). 

The popular saying that seeing is 
believing is not aiways true. Some- 
times one may see the most wonder- 
ous things and not be moved at all. It 
was indeed part of the miracle which 
occurred at the crossing of the sea. 
that the Israelites looked at what 
they saw and were moved to faith. It 
was this spontaneous faith which 
erupted in the exalted immortal 
Song of the Sea. 

Song and praise has remained ever 
since the most genuine language of 
faith. Most of Jewish prayer does not 
consist of petition and supplication, 
but of hymns and praises. The Song 
on the Sea sang by Moses and the 
Israelites is to this day part of the 
daily Jewish liturgy. 

Singing to God is not without 
limitations, just as not singing may 
have fateful repercussions. 

And so comments Rabbi Yohanan 
(Tiberias, Galilee. 3rd century) on 
die verse (Exodus 14:20): “Neither 
went near the other all night long.” 
that when the ministering angels 
wanted to sing hymns during the 
crossing of the sea, God silenced 
them saying: “The work of my hand 
is being drowned in the sea, and you 
chant songs?" (BTMegilla 10a). 

This comment of Rabbi Yohanan 
was often quoted to show the hu- 
maneness of the Jewish attitude even 
towards the worst enemies. Even as 
the Egyptians were chasing the 
Israelites to push them into the sea 
and God wrought ihe miracle mak- 
ing the wheels of their chariots 
swerve, sweeping them into the wa- 
ter which soon covered chariot and 
horsemen, even then no wrathful 
vendetta; but consideration for the 
casualties of the enemy was the 
order of the day. 

EMPATHY WITH THE pained 
enemy was given as the reason for 
not reciting the foil thanksgiving 
hallei prayer during the first two days 
of Passover. The same sentiment 
was expressed in the custom of spiU-

ing out some of the wine from the 
cup during the seder night . 

Rabbi Yohanan’s statement was 
bailed in many a sermon, especially 
by liberal and humanist rabbis. 
Another rabbi, however, recently 
emphasized the fart that God did not 
protest against Moses and the 
Israelites who burst into song seeing 
their enemies overcome by the sea. 
Their relief and joy was more than 
justified and there was no need for 
them to feel guilty about it. God 
reprimanded the ministering angels 
who wanted to sing hymns at that 
moment, because they, the angels, 
had not gone through the hell of 
suffering io Egypt. 

They kept up their siuging even 
during the decades of suffering en- 
dured by the Israelites. Now that the 
Israelites were free and their ene- 
mies crushed, the angels wanted to 
join the bandwagon with the singing 
Israelites, whereupon God scolded 
them: “The work of mv hand is being 
drowned in the sea, and you chant 
songs.” The song does not belong to 
the angels, as they had no share in 
the agony and suffering that pre- 
ceded it. 

Thus the angels were ordered to 
restrain their singing. We find, 
however, another instance where it 
is the absence of song which is sev- 
erely criticized. 

THIS CRITICISM COMES from 
Bar Kapara (Zippori. Gallilee. 3rd 
century), a-contemporary and com- 
patriot of Rabbi Yohanan. God in- 
tended, says Bar Kapara. to appoint 
King Hezeltiah as the Messiah, the 
ultimate redeemer of Israel. There 
was however a most serious short- 
coming in the records of Hezekiah 
which prevented him from becoming 
the Messiah. 

That was in the fact that when 
Hezekiah experienced the great 
miracle which saved Israel from the 
hand of Sanherib he failed to sing 
praises mid hymns to the Lord. (TB 
Sanhedrin 94a). A person who does 
not know how to sing at a moment 


like this - cannot be the Messiah! 

Hezekiah was indeed a great Icing, 
one of the greatest of the Davidie 
dynasty. He introduced most valu- 
able religious reforms and showed 
himself as an exemplary man of 
prayer. With all this, he also posses- 
sed an irreparable weakness: he 
could not sing himself or lead the 
people in song, 

The Talmud (ibid page b) tells of 
the eminent achievements of Heze- 
kiah in the field of religious educa- 
tion. by legislating compulsory Tore 
schooling. “He planted a sword at the 
entrance of the house of study.” tells 
the Talmudic tradition, “and de- 
creed that anyone who does not 
partake in the study of the Law shall 
be stabbed with a sword." 

HEZEKIAH’S BIOGRAPHY 
proved that where the attraction of 
song and poetry 1 of the Tora was 
missing, no law in the world, be it as 
coercive as it may be, would secure 
the dissemination of Tora and its 
values among the people. 

Great were the number of people 
compelled to study and know the 
Tora under the legislation of Heze- 
kiah. The Talmud (ibid.,) tells us of 
a survey that was conducted at the 
time which showed that there was no 
boy or girl, man or woman (sic!) 
from Dan to Beersheba, the north- 
ern and southern borders of the land 
of Israel, or from Gvat to Antipras - 
from east to west - who was an 
ignoramus, or not versed in the 
laws of purity and contamination. 

Notwithstanding this powerful 
Tora network, it did not have a long 
lasting effect and dissipitated very 
soon. What is more, Hezekiah. the 
great Tora legislator, who alas, did 
not know how to sing the beauty of 
God and Tora, could not secure that 
even his own son would follow in his 
footsteps. King Menashe the son of 
Hezekiah. is known as the most 
wicked among Biblical kings. 

The weekly portion for this Sab- 
bath is Be-shalach. also known as 
Shabbai Shira, the Sabbath of Song 
(Exodus 13:17-17:16). Rabbi Peli is 
Norbert Blechner Professor of Jew- 
ish Thought and Literature, Ben- 
Curion Univeristy of the Negev.

on Kaplan Street. It has become the 
favourite Friday afternoon haunt of 
the city's intelligentsia, who show' up 
in the latest tweed-jacket line from 
Rome. The gals sport their recently 
acquired "footer” (that awful track- 
suit material) creations and suede 
boots from Paris, which is a bit 
much. 

Even Omri. the owner, is afraid 
the place might get a too-intellectual 
reputation. 


The menu is vegetarian, meaning 
a variety of quiches, salads and 
soups, served with black "farm” 
bread and herbal butter. The 
draught beer is excellent and the 
cakes - at least some of them - are 
from Rowal. 

Former restaurateur Shaul Evron 
likes io spread the word that Hasif- 
riya fare is the only vegetarian food 
ever to give him heartburn - though 
judging by the way everyone in the 
place gulps the food down, it seems 
as if Evron, whose restaurant closed 
down, might be suffering more from 
the sour-grapes syndrome than from 
heartburn. Tsk. tsk, tsk. 

At sundown, the place converts 
into a pub. never losing its profound- 
ly civilized air. Wednesday and 
Thursday evening there's a singer, or 
player or poetry reading - it varies. 
Omri stays around until the last of 
the patrons go home. Closed Friday 
nights and Saturdays. 

AND REMEMBER, dearies, feed 
the cats. Times are hard for all of us, 
bur they don’t receive package-deal 
compensation.

In 
particular,, this means providing 
them with items for which there is no 
existing governmental or Jewish 
Agrtcy budget but which are, never- 
rhditfs. basic equipment in the lives 
ofiisostlsraelldiildren. ... 

f When ' we. began to enumerate 
these items.. however, it soon be- 
came apparent that many things that 
are taken for granted by Israeli chil- 
dren can serve as basic learning tools 
for immigrant youths. • 

For example, this week we purch- 
ased wall docks for a Jerusalem 
absorption centre. This item is found 
in almost all Israeli homes, but not in 
^ihose of Ethiopian immigrants. For 
' almost all Ethiopian Jews arrived 
with nothing but the clothes on their 
backs. 

But while they share the common 
problem of not having physical pos- 
sessions. their cultural and educa- 
tional backgrounds - and, therefore, 
their needs -vary widely. Some have 
high school or university educations 
and speak several languages. For 
them, it is merely a matter of time 
before they replace items they were 
forced to leave behind. Others lived 
in 'outlying villages but were able to 
bend their children to schools within 
“walking" distance - sometimes as 
moch as 30km. away. Still others 
came from remote areas, which had 
no schools or even the basic rudi- 
ments of modern civilization. For 
them, a dock is a basic learning tool, 
not just an item to be replaced. 

Whar else constitutes a learning 
tool for a new immigrant? A radio, 
for example, is not only a source of 
entertainment, but also a transmitter 
of language and culture. This is not 
an item 'which government budgets 
can provide.

Case against 

Mengele 



THE OFFICE of the Public Pro- 
secutor in the Regional 'Court of 
Frankfurt/Main in January issued a 
15-page document called "The 
Mengele Case - A Summary." In 
unemotional, legal language the 
document (No. 50/4 Js 34Q/6§) out- 
lines the legal steps so far under- 
taken against Dr. Josef Mengele and 
the crimes alleged to have been 
committed by him. 

Following are the salient forts cul- 
led from the document: 

The State Prosecution in the Re- 
gional Court of Frankfurt/Main has 
since 1959 investigated allegations of 
suspected murder committed in the 
former concentration camp of Au- 
schwitz by Mengele. born March 16. 
1911 in Guenzburg. on the Danube. 

Holding the rank of SS- 
Hauptsturmfuehrer Mengele was 
the camp doctor at Auschwitz. It is 
alleged that between May 24. 1943 
and January 18. 1945 in a multiplicity 
of cases whose exact number has yet 
to be established he killed people out 
of base and murderous instincts, 
employing insidious and cruel means , 
likely to endanger the common weal. 
He also anempted murder and in- 
cited others to commit murder or to 
assist him. • 

Until now the accused has man- 
aged to escape prosecution on all 
these counts. In this he has used the 
aliases of Helmut Gregor, Helmut 
Gjregori. Dr. Fausto Rindon and S. 
Jose Alvers Aspiazu. An order to 
arrest Mengele has been in force 
since 1959. 

A renewed order of arrest was 
issued by the Regional Court of 
Frankfurt/Main on January 19. 1981. 
Within the framework of its compe- 
tence the court has in the past in- 
vestigated every least lead regarding 
the whereabouts of the accused. In 
these efforts it has also cooperated 
,ciysfe 1 y=With‘tHe^«^h tfbo&fieiihr -" 1 
!tion Centre in Vienna (Simon" 
Wiesenthal ed.) and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B’rith 
in New York. 

Copies of the order of arrest of 
January 19, 1981 and requests for 
assistance have been forwarded to 
the following states: Argentina, 
Bolivia. Brazil. Chile, Ecuador, Ita- 
ly. Columbia, Panama, Paraguay, 
Peru, Uruguay, Venezuela and the 
U.S. There is a reward of DM50,000 
for information leading to Mengele's 
arrest. 

THE ARREST order is based on the 
following series of actions ascribed 
to Mengele. 

Together with other SS officers 
and SS doctors Mengele took part in 
the so-called “selection" of prison- 
ers arriving at the Auschwitz railway 
siding. He “selected” as unfit for 
work and destined for immediate 
extermination all children, old peo- 
ple. sick, crippled and weak persons, 
and all pregnant women. He also 
supervised the operation of the gas 
chambers, where SS medical order- 
lies introduced Zyklon B gas into the 
tightly packed rooms. On occasion 
he personally poured the granulated 
pellets down the air vents leading to 
the chambers. 

In the period May, 1943 to 
November. 1944 Mengele took part 
in at least 74 selections. The number 
of selections directed by him and the 
number of people thus condemned 
to death cannot even approximately 
be established. 

In addition to these arrival selec- 
tions. Mengele also played a decisive 
role in at least 31 selections in the 
camp infirmary. In these selections 
camp inmates whose strength had 
been sapped by hunger, overwork, 
exposure to the elements, sickness 
or maltreatment, were condemned 
to die through injections, shooting 
or asphixiation in the gas chambers. 

In many cases Mengele used the 
pretext of medical treatment to kill 
prisoners personally injecting them 
with phenol, petrol, chloroform or 
air, or by ordering SS medical order- 
lies to do this. 

Driven bv ambition and the desire 
to advance his medical career by 
srienlifiepublieations. Mengele con- 
ducted experiments on living prison- 
ers. In this he either intended the 
prisoners to die. or at the least, 
based on his medical expertise, ac- 
quiesced in the likelihood of their 
death. At this stage it is no longer 
possible tp ascertain the exart num- 
ber of his victims. 

ACCORDING TO the preliminary 
investigations of the court, tests on 
twins accounted for a large number 
of these pseudo-experiments. Ways 
of increasing multiple births - and 
thereby the general birth rate - 
seemed in the interest of the 
National-Socialist regime at that 
rime. 

- In addition to rhe gathering of 
general statistics and body measure- 
ments, the twins were subjected to a 
variety of injections, spinal punc- 
tures. operations, blood tests and 
transfixions. There were no medical 
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indications for these interventions 
and it is not clear what scientific 
findings were likely to result. The 
number of twins and triplets in- 
volved can no longer be ascertained 
with any exactitude, neither can the 
incidence of death. It is believedjhat 
at times as many as 200 pairs of male 
twins were held in readiness for 
Mengele. 

Following are some of the cases of 
death said to have resulted from 
experiments conducted by Mengele 
himself or on his orders: 

a) In the summer of 1944 an esti- 

mated 100 cases or more, including 
that of Gabor F. *. • 

b) two female cousins of -the witness 

c) At the beginning of July, 1944 the 
son and in the middle of July, 1944 
the daughter of female witness Sch. , 
as a result of blood tests. 

d) the seven-year-old children of 
female witness Cz., together with 
about 14 other pairs of twins. 

e) Hungarian twins on which 
Mengele had performed head opera- 
tions. 

f) About September, 1944 a woman 
of about 30, following injections 
with camphor. 

g) In September, 1944 a 30-year-old 
woman from the town of Szom- 
bathely in Hungary, whose twin sis- 
ter was also killed by Mengele or on 
his orders, to allow for a compara- 
tive autopsy.. 

h ) In September, 2944 Edith S. fol- 
lowing intravenous injections. 

The following cases of death were 
said to have resulted from blood 
transfusions: 

a) A pair of female twins from Hun- 
gary, aged 35-40. 

b) A woman deported from Beregs- 
zas. 

c) Twins who died of weakness after 
excessive amounts of blood had been 
taken from them. 

FOR THE PURPOSE of autopsies 
Mengele is said to have killed in 
person or to have ordered the killing 
of: 

a) In the summer of 1944 about 100 
children, by shots in the back of the 
bead. 

b) In July. 1944 a group of about 40 
children, whom be personally drove 
to the crematorium. 

c) A pair of twins from the Gypsy 
carapB 11 e. 

d) A pair of babies born in the camp, 
whom he killed by injections. 

e) A pair of twins bora to a French 
woman. 

' f) Mengele is said to have conducted 
a “post-mortem” under anaesthesia 
on a year-old triplet from Munkacs, 
while the child was still alive. 

g) The six-year old twins Heinz and 
Dieter Sch. 

h) Following the pneumonia death 
of one twin, he killed the survivor for 
the purpose of a comparative auto- 
psy. This procedure was followed as 
a matter of principle. 

Following the completion of ex- 
periments. it is alleged that in the 
summer of 1944 Mengele killed by 
injections 14 twins and by shooting a 
farther 33. after he decided that he 
did not want to conduct autopsies on 
them. 

Mengele also conducted tests on 
■ dwarfs, resulting in several deaths. 

There is a strong suspicion that 
Mengele also conducted experi- 
ments involving blood transfusions 
and the withdrawal of blood on pris- 
oners who were not twins. It is 
alleged that for this purpose about 50 
women aged 15-30 were always held 
in readiness for him in the summer of 
1944 at the Birkqnau camp. Many of 
these healthy women died as a result 
of the transfasions or from an exces- 
sive withdrawal of blood. Vacancies 
in the group were regularly filled 
with new, healthy women from the 
camp. 


It is alleged that in Birkenau and 
in the infinnarv of the Monownz 
camp. Mengele applied electee " 
shocks to human beings to test their ^ 
resistance to them. This resulted tty 
the death of 20 to 30 of the apprrtc- : 
imately 80 persons involved. TV 
fate of those who survived the ex- 
periments is unknown • 

There is a strong suspicion that 1 
Mengele submined a group of Polish -• 
nuns to experiments with high do^es ' _ 
of X-rays, resulting in severe burns. 

It is not known whether and how 
tnanv of the nuns died as a result. Ar 
the very least the accused acquipced 
in the possible death of the victims. 

At the end of June 1943 Mengele , 
is alleged to have experimentally , 
infectrti the witness Dr. C. with' 
agents transmitting spotted fever. 
Since at that time many camp in- 
mates succumbed to this disease. 
Mengele is accused of having at least 
acquiesced in the possible death, of ; 
the doctor. 


AN UNKNOWN number of prison^ ! 
ers were subjected to experiments in ^ 
which harmfal substances were drip-' . 
ped into their eyes. Towards the end " 
of 1944 Mengele is said to have done 
this with the newly-born child of 
witness J. The baby's eyes wefe : 
subsequently no longer recognizable^ 
as such and formed one solid red 
mass. To the mother he said: “What * 
of it, when one turns a blue eye inters f 
black one/’ The baby died on Janu- 
ary 28, 1945 (after the liberation of "' 
the camp). 

In the second half of 2 944 Mengele 
is alleged to have killed an unknown 
number of persons in order to pre- . 
serve their eyeballs for demonstra-. 
tion purposes. A wooden chest with '! 
glass jars full of such specimens was - 
on his orders sent out of the camp 
through the camp post office. ’ ; 

Mengele is also susjiected of haV- ; 
ing conducted bone marrow traris - 1 
plants on living persons. Two cases ! 
of persons who survived such expert-' ; 
meets are known. In 1943 several ’ 
hundred male prisoners were alsoj^ 
submitted to operations on thdrT 
genitals, probably involving castra- ' 
tion or sterilization. Subsequently 
most of them were unable to so out ' 
on work details and were gassed . 

In 1943 Mengele is said to bave_ 
ordered a certain number of women 
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the breasts and portions of the thigh 
muscles of the women were removed 
and used as a base to grow culturesin 
the accused's laboratory. Similarly 
he removed the spleen from tjie 
body of a male prisoner, whom he 
had kil led for this purpose . 4 ?. 

Several cases of direct shootihg 
are ascribed to Mengele. According 
to the female witness F. Mengele at 
one time invited her, another prison- ■ 
er and two pairs of young female - 
twins for a drive through the campin' 
his car, even offering candy to the 
children.

ALL THE GOVERNMENTS pontificating about the sanctity 
of financial assets and all its pronouncements about promoting 
the share market will not put the stock exchange together 


again. 


This unpleasant truth has been proven yet again by the events 
of the market this week. After rising fdr some three months, 
more or less concurrently with the period of the price freeze and 
low inflation, the market took a sharp tumble for several days, 
wiping out most of the gains that had been made - at least on 
paper.. 

Whether or not this fall was triggered by the entanglements, 
real or imaginary, of whiz-kid David Baias is a detail. What 
matters much more is what has been shown about the state of 
the share market. 

The by now familiar pattern of huge selling offers cascading 
onto a market in which no one wanted to buy, re-emerged, 
followed by price falls of, in some cases , as much as 30 per cent. 
This time, however, the amounts of money involved, and the 
degree of exposure of the general public, were very limited. 
The plain truth is that very few members of the* “general 
public" now play the market. 

This is not, as is often but mistakenly thought to be the case, 
because the fall in real wages has left people without the means 
to speculate. Those persons existing on a net wage of a few 
hundred dollars per month were never more than the outer 
fringe of the market’s activity. The moneyed classes., whose 
wealth has remained untouched by all of the government's 
policies to date, have removed both themselves and their 
wherewithal from any proximity to the share market, and they 
are not likely to return so long as current economic conditions 
prevail. 

The share market has been killed by the classic nemesis of all 
share markets - inflation. True, for several years, that very 
inflation and the excess government spending that fed it were 
the factors that encouraged the ptolonged market boom. But 
the collective wisdom that any market, even the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange, represents, figured out over two years ago that the 
party was ending. The smart money left in good time, and those 
who overstayed their welcome saw the lights turned out in the 
famous collapse of January 1983 and beyond. 

Neither those who escaped unscathed, nor those who lost 
heavily but still retain substantial assets, will return to the share 
market, because prolonged triple-digit inflation has eroded 
their confidence. Their money is in havens they consider safe, 
whether under the floor-tiles or in foreign bank accounts. It is 
hardly likely to re-emerge in response to the iznportunings or 
promises of our finance minister or any other minister. Such 
promises have always increased the lack of confidence in our 
governments, rather than assuaged the very real fears that stem 
from the gap between promise and performance. 

Tbe same lack of confidence is apparent throughout the 
capital market, as was illustrated by the statistics released this 
week showing a huge real fall in net income in the pension and 
provident funds. Indeed, behind the brouhaha surrounding the 
affairs of David, Baias and their impact on. the .share market, 
there is a much more serious crisis in the bond market. 

The policy of the current government, like its predecessors, 
is to talk at and about and around the financial markets - 
whether share, bond or any other. The markets themselves 
proclaim the results. Unless and until the necessary initiatives 
are taken, including legislation and regulatory reform, no 
improvement should be expected.

WELCOME

U WAS by no means surprising 
that Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin felt right at home during his 
three days of talks in Washington 
this week. It may have been his first 
time in tbe United States as Israel's 
defence minister, but he was no 
stranger to die U.S. capital and 
many of its most important resi- 
dents. 

Rabin, after all. had built a great 
deal of his political reputation while 
serving as Israel’s ambassador to the 
United States in the late 1960s and 
early 197%. At that time, the former 
chief-of-staff was especially effective 
in dealing with the Nixon Adminis- 
tration and Capitol Hill. 

Many of his old friends from those 
days came to see him. either private- 
ly at his Regear Hotel suite, or more 
openly at an Israeli Embassy di- 
plomatic reception. There were 
many nice things they had to say 
about him. 

Both Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Secretary of Defence 
Caspar Weinberger, for example, 
mentioned during separate con- 
versations with this reporter that 
they had initially grown very fond of 
Rabin while he served as ambassa- 
dor. “I have never left a meeting 
with Yitzhak without feeling that I 
have learned something important." 
said Shultz, who served as secretary 
of the treasury during Rabin's 
ambassadorial tenure. “He's a 
very impressive man.” 

Weinberger, who also came to the 
Israeli Embassy reception, was 
equally as effusive in his praise for 
Rabin. ”1 have always liked him.” he 
said, recalling that be had served as 
director of the U.S. govet ament’s 
Office of Management and Budget 
during the Nixon Administration 
when he first met Rabin. 


Both Shultz and Weinberger 
seemed genuinely sincere in their 
praise. It was not just talk. Neither is 
really the type to do that. They both 
mentioned Rabin's level-headed 
grasp of the bigger strategic picture 
for Israel and the United States - 
something many American policy- 
makers often used to say about the 
late Moshe Dayan. ' 

Earlier that day, they had spent 
several hours reviewing no shortage 
of problems with the defence minis- 
ter, including tbe immediate situa- 
tion in Lebanon and throughout the 
Middle East as well as bilateral 1J.S.- 
Israeli issues involving economic and 
military assistance,” strategic coop- 
eration and other matters. 


RABIN, during all of his many pub- 
lic appearances, exuded confidence. 
This should not have been very sur- 
prising since he was, after all, once 
the prime minister. He had visited 


Washington on several occasions as 
Israels head of government - clearly 
a more difficult ordeal than coming 
as defence minister. His command of . 
English, while still occasionally 
stilted, has dramatically improved 
since those early days in Washing- 
ton. By virtually all accounts, he was 
effective in making Israel’s case - 
during the private meetings with the 
Administration as well as during the 
pnblic sessions with the press and 
others. 

Indeed, some observers sug- 
gested that he even seemed "prime 
ministerial" in his behaviour. 

Thus, it was again not all that 
surprising that White House Press 
Secretary Larry Speakes. during a 
briefing for reporters following 
Rabin's meeting with President 
Rod aid Reagan” on Wednesday, 
three times referred to Rabin as 
■prime minister' until a reporter 
politely corrected him. Speakes. by 
the way, did not exactly demonstrate 
a great grasp of the Israeli political 
scene. "Well." he asked the repor- 
ter, "isn't he supposed to become 
grime minister?' The reporter 
pointed out that Speakes bad con- 
fused Rabin with Deputy Prime 
Minister and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir. “Ob yes." said 
Speakes. 

At the reception, Rabin was 
clearly in a good mood - as. indeed, 
he appeared throughout his stay in 
Washington. “I feel right at home.” 
he commented when he spotted two 
former congressional staffers with 
whom he had worked very closely in 
promoting pro-Israeii legislation 
during his early diplomatic years. 
Tbe staffers were Richard Perie. tbe 
influential assistant secretary of de- 
fence and a former aide to the late 
Democratic Senator Henry Jackson 
of Washington State, and Morris J. 
Amitay. a Washington lawyer and 
political consultant who worked for 
former Democratic Senator Abra- 
ham Ribicoff in those days. Amitay 
later went on to become executive 
director of the American Israel Pub- 
lic Affaijs Committee (Aipac). the 
pro-Israeli lobbying organization on 
Capitol Hill, for six years, until the 
end of 1980. 

Rabin came to the Linked States 
on this most recent mission very 
familiar with the Washington scene. 
He recognized the importance of 
trying to wrap up deals with the 
Administration as quickly as possi- 
ble. but never forgot the essential 
role (for Israel) of Congress, espe- 
cially when agreements between an 
Israel government and an Adminis- 
tration in Washington cannot be 
achieved. 

Rabin, thus, spent many hours in 
Congress, meeting with the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
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the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee - as well as with members of 
other panels. Congress will play an 
important role this year in determin- 
ing tbe final level of U.S. economic 
aid to Israel. It also will be involved 
in determining the fate of any 
Administration-proposed arms sales 
to Saudi Arabia and other “moder- 
ate" Arab states. 


RABIN made dear that Israel 
would not ask its friends to increase 
military aid to Israel in the 1986 fiscal 
year budget beyond the Administra- 
tion's proposed level. Reagan offi- 
cially informed Rabin that he. has 
agreed to increase military aid to , 
SI. 8 billion - all in grants - as 
opposed to the S1.4 billion appropri- 
ated for Israel last year. Israel had 
requested $2.2 billion, but adminis- 
trations always come in with lesser 
sums. Rabin said he was satisfied 
with the Administration proposal. 
Thus. Israel will not ask its friends to 
increase it during the lengthy Con- 
gressional review of the foreign aid 
bill this year. The Reagan Adminis- 
tration and Israel had reached a 
similar agreement last year. 

But that is unlikely to emerge as 
the case regarding the economic aid 
for Israel. There is still no final 
Administration decision on this mat- 
ter. although Rabin was assured that 
the minimal amount would be $1.2 
billion, the same sum appropriated 
by Congress last year. The Adminis- 
tration at that time had originally 
proposed $850 million, but Congress 
increased it. The defence minister 
left Washington expressing confi- 
dence that economic aid will prob- 
ably be increased by Reagan in the 


coining weeks, as Israel continues to 
implement its economic austerity re- 
covery programme. Administration 
officials privately concurred with 
Rabin's assessment although they 
insisted that no promises were 
actually made. 

Regarding this sensitive and very 
important subject which seemed to 
dominate much of Rabin's talks in 
Washington. Reagan, Shultz. 
Weinberger and other Lf.S. officials 
know they are walking a delicate 
tightrope. Yes, they certainly want 
the national unity government in 
Jerusalem to undertake more pain- 
ful budget cuts as well as other 
structural reforms in tbe economy. 
This is for Israel's long- term benefit 
after all, and many Israeli officials 
accept this. But tbe Americans also 
don't want to see the current Israeli 
government take such unpopular 
measures that might undermine its 
popularity. 

The Americans believe that Feres 
and Rabin are about as. moderate 
and flexible - on those issues of 
greatest importance to Washington - 
as is realistically possible on the 
Israeli political horizon. They don’t 
want to see the current Israeli lead- 
ership replaced. - . • 

That helps to explain why Peres 
last October, and Rabin now, were 
both so warmly welcomed in 
Washington. U.S. officials recognize 
that their, actions can have a signifi- 
cant impact in bolstering the images 
of Israeli leaders back home. Peres 
and Rabin, in short, are well-liked in 
Washington. . 

In between the Peres and Rabin 
visits, by the way, Shamir twice came 
to the United States. Once, he flew 


to Los Angeles to address an Israel __ 
Bonds dinner honouring Armarid ' 
Hammer, the wealthy oil magnate. 
Later. Shamir came to New York*!*’ 
receive an honourary doctorate from' 
Yeshiva University together with- 
Shultz. But Shamir, conspicuously,.; 
was not invited to Washington on' 
either occasion although his sche-» 
dule easily could have been arranged, 
to include such a stopover . ; 


Thus, don't expect the Adminis-- 
tration to continue to hold the eco- ; 
nomic aid stick over Israel's head for 
very much longer. Sooner - rather*, 
than later - Reagan is likely to* 
announce his increased economic - 
aid level for Israel - a decision which, 
should further strengthen the Peres-' 
Rabin team. * 

The American-Israeli rela-. 
tionship of today is very' strong, and\ 
likely to get even stronger in thtyC 
weeks and months ahead. This was"' 
the basic message conveyed by the* 
Americans during Rabin's stay in 
Washington. 

Rabin had good reason to believe • 
that the Administration had come to 
accept his oft-repeated concept of . 
promoting peace in the region: first. 
Israel had to ease its economic crisis: 
second. Israel had to resolve its 
Lebanese problem: and third, 
Israeli-Egyptian ties had to be im- 
proved. Only then was it feasible to 
even think of expanding the Arab- 
Israeli peace process by including 
Jordan. There is today a joint U.S.- 
Israeli strategy on this approach, in 
part thanks to Rabin.

Israelis are statistically the best 
savers in the western world (though 
God only knows how!). On the other 
hand the government has proven 
itself incapable of managing its (our ) 
budget. Perhaps Mr. Kessar can per- 
suade his friends in the government 
and the Histadrut to let the public 
decide what they want - cash or 
subsidies.
